Commentary 


Three of Job's fggends—EKliphaz, Bildad 
and Zophar—having heard of the afflictions 
of Job, made an appointment to come and 
mourn with him and comfort him, When 
they saw him they knew him not because 
he was so changed, They wept, and rent 
their clothes, and sat with him upon the 
ground seven days and seven niga@ts with 
out speaking a word, for they saw that bis 
grief was very great (chapter ii, 11-13). 
Then Job spoke and cursed his day, after 
which Eliphaz was the first of the three to 
speak, and this lesson is part of his speech. 
Job had borne meekly and without com- 
plaint the loss of children and cattle and 
even his bodily affliction (chapters i, 22; ii, 
10), but these friends, with their false accu 
sations and insinuations, stirred all the old 
man that was in him. These three con- 
demned Job without cause, and yet their 
words have much in them that is helpful. 

17. “Behold, happy is the man whom God 
correcteth; therefore despise not thou the 
chastening of the Almighty.’ ‘This is 
tound wisdom and very profitable if put in 
practice, Blessed is the man that endureth 
trial! Count it all joy when ye fall into 
divers trials. Whom the Lord loveth He 
chasteneth. If ye endure chastening, God 
dealeth with you as with sons (Jas, i, 12, 2; 
Heb. xii, 6, 7). 

18. “For Ile maketh 
up; He woundeth, and His 
whole.” Or, ns itis written elsewhere, ‘I 
kill and I make alive; I wound and I heal; 
neither is there any that can deliver out of 
my hand” (Deut. xxxii, 89). But though 
He cause grief, yet will He have compas- 
sion according to the multitude of his mer- 
cies, for He doth not afflict willingly, nor 
grieve the children of men (Lam, iii, 82, 
33). 

19. ‘He shall deliver thee in six troubles; 
yea, in seven there shall no evil touch 
thee.’’ Not even satan can touch abe 
liever without permission, for he had to ob- 
tain permission to touch Job, and if God 
allows us to go to the furnace he knows 
how to deliver. So that Daniel's friends 
were right when they said, “Our God, 
whom we serve, is able to deliver us from 
the burning flery furnace, and He will de- 
liver us out of thine hand, O king” (Dan, 
iii, 17). In the promise, ‘There shall no 
evil befall thee” (Ps, xci, 10), we must not 
think to escape trouble, for just that is 
promised us (John xvi, 83), and possibly 
imprisonment and death (Rey. ii, 10; Math. 
x, 28), butin the resurrection it shall be 
seen that we have not been hurt, nor a hair 
of our heads perished. 

20. ‘In famine He shall redeem thee 
from death and in war from the power of 
the sword.’’ The upright shall not be 
ashamed in the evil time, and in the days 
of famine they shall be satisfied (Ps. 
xxxvii, 18,19), He whofed Elijah by the 
brook and in the widow’s house during 
the three years’ famine, who fed Israel for 
forty years with bread from heaven, who 
fed over 5,000 with the lad’s few loaves and 
fishes, isthe same yesterday, today and for- 
ever, And astothe sword, think of David's 
deliverance from the sword of Goliath and 
his victory over him. 

21, “Thou shalt be hid from the scourge 
of the tongue; neither shalt thou be afraid 
of destruction when it cometh.’’ The 
tongue is often asa sharp sword (Ps, lv, 
21; Ivii, 4), but He will keep us secretly in 
a pavilion from the strife of tongues (Ps.

Lord encampeth round about us, the 
tongue that would touch us must first

22. “At destruction and famine thou 
shalt laugh; neither shalt thou be afraid 
of the beasts of the earth.’’ One avould 
almost think the speaker was describing 
the millennial times, when the wolf and 
the lamb shall feed together, and they 
shall not hurt nor destroy in all God's holy 
mountain (Isa. Ixv, 25), But with such 
records as that of David over the lion and 
the bear, Daniel over the lions and Paul 
over the poisonons reptile (I Sain, xvii, 86; 
Dan, vi, 22; Acts xxviii, 4,5), we see what 


may be even now as foreshadowings of 
coming glory. Let us “have faith in 
God.” 


28, “For thou shalt be in league with the 
stones of the field, and the beasts of the 
field shall be at peace with thee.’ David 
comes to mind again with his stones gath- 
ered from the brook, oneof which, slung in 
the name of the Lord of Hosts, 
the giant’s forehead (I Sam, xvii, 49), And 
the 700 left handed men who could sling 
stones at a hairand not miss (Judg. xx, 
16) show how God can give control over 
stones in that sense, As to the beasts, 
read Isa, xi, 6-0, and for another wonderful 
story of the past see I Kings xiii, 28 

M4. “And thou shalt know that thy tab 
ernacle shall be in peace, and thou shalt 
visit thy habitation and shalt not sin,” or, 
K. V., “shalt miss nothing.” ‘The work 
of righteousness shall be peace, and the 
effect of righteousness quietness and as 
surance forever, And my people shall 
dwell in a peaceable habitation, and in 
sure dwellings, and in quiet resting places” 
(Isa, xxxii, 17, 18). We may even dwell in 
Jehovah Himself, for it is written, “Lord, 
thou hast been our dwelling place in all 
generations” (Ps, xe, 1), 

25. "Thou shalt know also that thy seed 
shail be great and thine offspring as the 
grass of the earth.” The promise to Abram 
was that his seed should be as the stars of 
heaven and as the sand upon the seashore 
(Gen, xxii, 17), When Rebekah left her 
home to become the bride of Isaac they 
prayed that she might become the mother 
of thousands of millions (Gen, xxiv, 60), 
Jesus has said, There is no man that hath 
left house or brethen or sisters or father 
or mother or wife or children or lands 
for iny sake and the gospels but he shall 
receive an hundredfold now in this time, 


houses and brethren «and sisters and 
mothers and children and lands with 
persecutions, and inthe world to come 


eternal life’ (Mark x, 20; xxix, 30), 

26. Thou shalt cometo thy grave in a 
full age, like as ashock of corn cometh in 
in His seuson.’’ It turned out so in Job's 
case, for he lived after his affliction 140 
years and saw four generations. So Job 
died, being old and full of days (Job xlil, 
16, 17). With the believer in Jesus length 
of years in a mortal body is not the great- 
est blessing except in so far as God ts ylori- 
fled thereby, 

27. “Lo this, we have searched it; so it 
is; hear it and know thou it for thy good,” 
We might with Job have somewhat to say 
to Eliphaz, but we ure trying to forget the 
man and get something out of the mes- 
sage, and therefore we notice that it is 
good bo search out a good matter, but espe 
clally good to search the Scriptures, for 
therein is the best pf all matter,

NOT PARTICULAR AS TO WEAPONS. 


Butthe Other Man Concluded That He | 
Had Business Dlsewhere, 


One of the men who figured con 
spicuously in the pioneer days of Ne- | 
braska was Colonel Peter A. Sarpy, a 
distinguished Indian trader and mem 
berof the famous American Fur com 


pany. An old settler tells the fol-| 
lowing story about this eccentric 
pioneer: ‘Colonel Sarpy preferred 


the freedom of prairies to the society 
of civilized life and spent a great 
deal of his time in visiting Omaha 
Wigwams near the old trading posts. 
He was regarded by the Omahas as 
their nekagahhe, or big chief. In 
fact, he married an Omaha woman, 
Nakoma, to whose intercessions he 
was more than once indebted for the 
preservation of his life when at 
tacked by Indians. 

One night a crowd of frontiers- 
men were gathered in the store of 
Colonel Sarpy, and the conversation 
turned upon the treatment of the In 
dians. 

Sarpy portrayed in glowing colors 
the noble traits of the red men and 
the injustice heaped upon them by 
the whites. 

A tall, gaunt looking specimen over 
in the corner, who was busily engaged 
in whittling, listened with consider- 
ableinterest. He suddenly looked up 
and interrupted the speaker. 

“This yere talk about the Indians 


may suit you traders who have been 
swapping gewgaws for their valu 
able buffalo robes and stealing their 
annuities, but I have lived among 
them, too, I want you to understand, 
and I'll be hanged if they are nota 
lying, thieving race of dogs, who 
don’t know the difference between 
right and wrong. The sooner they 
are killed off the better it will be for 
the country.” 

This was too much for Sarpy. He 
advanced to the front of the speaker 
and interrupted him in an excited | 
manner. ‘Do you know who I am, 
sir?” he asked, with considerable em- 
phasis. ‘I am Peter A. Sarpy, sir! 
If you want to fight, sir, 1 am your 
man, sir! I can whip the devil, sir! 
Choose you weapons, sir! Bowis 
knife, shotgun or revolver, sir! I’m 
your man, sir!” 

Here the speaker, by way of em 
phasis to his remarks, snapped his 
pistol at the lighted candle on the ta 
ble, about three paces away, and all 
were left in total darkness, The 
stranger availed himself of this op 
portunity to make his exit by th:

1,2 “Then Job answered and said, Even 
today is my complaint bitter; my stroke is 
heavier than my groaning.”’ This is the be 
idinning of Joh’s reply to the third address 
of EBliphax, Each of the three—Eliphas, 
Bildad and Zophar—had spoken twice, and 
Job had replied to each in turn, This is the | 
beginning of the third round, Tn an inter 
esting and instructive little pamphlet en 
titled “Job and His Friends,’ by C. H. M., 
the author thinks that these three stand 
for experience, tradition and legality—all 
well meaning, but unwise in their dealings 
with Job. The difficulties on each aide are 
summed up in chapter xxxii, 1-8 They 
condemned Job instead of leading him to 
condemn himself, and he justified himsel! 
rather than God Asto the beginning o1 
this reply of Job, we may often feel that we, 
too, have great cause of complaint, as did 
Israel under their discomforta, but it is 
written, ‘When the people complained, it | 
displeased the Lord” (Num, xi, 1) 

8 “Oh, that | knew where I might find 
Him, that 1 might come even to His seat!’ 
Kliphaz bad said, “Acquaint now thyself 
with Him and be at peace” (xxii, 21). Job 
replies that his longing is to do so. Accord 
ing to the testimony of God Himself, Job 
was 1 perfect and Heke fo man, fearing God 
and eschewing evil (i, 8; ti, 8), the word 
‘perfect” meaning in this case simple or 
sincere. Before his friends came, even un 
der overwhelming affliction, be was patient 
and did not siu nor charge God foolishly (i 
22; i, 10), because he felt himself face to 
face with God and that God was dealing 
with him But these men seem to have | 
come between him and God, and he, in re 
plying to them and dealing with them 
Joses sight of God and gropes in the dark 
ness of his own wisdom, 

4. ‘l would order my cause before Him 
and fill my mouth with arguments,’’ So it 
seemed to Job in his blindness, but it is 
evident that he lacks the broken and con 
trite spirit which ouly is acceptable to God 
In the story of the two men who went up 
to the temple to pray (Luke xviii, 10-14) it 
Was the man who would not liftup so much 
ax his eyes unto heaven, but smote upon 
his breast, saying, “God be merciful to me, a 
sinner,’’ who went down to his house justi 
fied rather than the other whothanked God 
that he was better than other men. It is 
only when our mouths are stopped astoour } 
own righteousness that we can enjoy the 
free justification of the grace of God | 
through His righteousness (Rom, iii, 19). 

5. “1 would know the words which he 
would auswer me and understand what he 
would say unto me.” He cannot under 
stand these friends, and it is very clear that | 
they do not understand him, but he thinks 
he could understand God, and he would like 
to know what God would say to him. No 
doubt there are many who think they can 
sympathize with Job in bis being so mis 
understood, Well, there is great comfort 
in tooking unto Him who knew us thor 
oughly from the beginning and can never 
find out anything pew about us, He never 
can or will misunderstand us, “O Lord, 
thou bast searched me and known me” 
(Ps, cxxxix, 1) 

6. “Will He plead against me with His 
reat power? No, but He would put | 
strength in me.’’ A very little thing will | 
often bring the soul into such a place that | 
everything will look distorted, as when ong 
sees things iv a fog or with blurred vision 
Gur eyes need constant anointing with 
heavenly eye sulve (Rey. iii, 18) that we may 
see clearly ‘The Holy Spirit can do this, 
and inasmuch as we have Him in a sense 
that Job had him not we are more guilty | 
than Job if we allow our vision to become 
so dim, God pleads not against the sinner, 
but against sin, which He hates. He who 
sought Adam and Mve and redeemed them 
and restored them toa measure of fellow 
ship with promise of future glory is ever | 
tbe same and is pleading with the sinner 
to come to Him, however sinful he may be, | 
and with the erring to return to Him, how 
ever fac off be may have wandered. See 
Isa. i, 18, lv, 6,7; Jer. ili, 12-14; Hos. xiv, 1,2 
7 “There the righteous m'éght dispute | 
with Him, so should I be delivered forever 
from my judge” Perhaps we cannot tell 
just what was in the mind of Job when he | 
uttered these words, but this wedo know— 
that there is only one righteous person | 
whose righteousness can stand before God, 
und He also bas been ordained to be the | 
judge of quick and dead (IJ Cor, vy, 21; Acts | 
xvii,81). However sinful we may be, if only | 
we come with true penitence to Him who | 
came into the world tosavesinners, He will | 
not only not cast us out (John vi, 87), but 
He will become our righteousness, wisdom, 
sanctification and redemption, and we shall 
have great cuuse to glory in Him (1 Cor. i 
80, 81) The Judge being our friend, our Re | 
deemer, our substitute, who died in our 
stead, what boldness we may have in the | 
day of judgmeat (1 John iv, 17). | 

8. “Behold, | go forward, but He is not

Him.” He reminds us of the bride in the |

Geologists have collected in Barba- 
does and other islands in that region 
some curious information, which they 
publish as evidence that during the 
pliocene period, when man is sup- 
posed to have made his advent, the 
whole of the Caribbean region was 
deeply submerged.

12,000 feet deep. 

These earths must of course have

Massachusetts heretofore, in the course 
of its 270 years of history, has, as a 
State and community, been gradually 
| built up. It has passed through various 
phases of industrial developments from the 
early agricultural days, down through the 
days of the cod fishery, through manufac- 
turing and railroad days, until now 
Massachuseetts has, above all else, a new 
material interest destined in the future to 
transcend all others, It isin the position 
fu the United States which Great Britain 
o-cupies in the civilized world; 1t is a 
capitalist community, a place of large ac 
cumulated wealth seeking investment. 

If this is so, the one thing, I submit, 
which is important for Massachusetts, is to 
afford every facility conceivable for the in- 
crease and accumulation of that wealth, 
for its successful investment, and in no 
way to thwart or hamper obvious and nat- 
hival destiny, I can conceive of no class 
of its citizens who are not equally inter- 
ested in the result of such a polley. 

We have heard much of the agricultural 
portion of the Massachusetts community. 
They have my deepest sympathy. 
something to do with them myself, for I 
am a farmer, among other things, and I 
know that to make money out of a farm 
in Massachusetts is a dificult thing. So 
very difficult, indeed, that, in view of the 
free trade which exists in western produce 
today, I am persuaded no farmer away 
from immediate access to a city where he 
can sell garden products and milk and 
things which cannot bear long transporta- 
tion can earn a Jiving; moreover, I submit, 
if a man at the age of twenty-one inherits 
ina “hilltown’ a farm from his father, 
with its tools, appliances and stock, its 
fences and its barns,—if he passes his 
whole life, going to bed early and getting 
up early, living close and working hard,— 
thrifty and eeonomical,—if he is thus situ- 
ited outside the range of a great city 
ieheee he can find ready markets, I do not 
believe that under ordinary circumstances, 
competing with the west, he will die as 
well off at the end of forty years as he was 
when he came into possession of his prop- 
erty af twenty-one; But 1 do also claim 
that any step which would in the 
slightest degree impede or stand in 
he way of the unrestricted develop 
ment of the accumulated wealth of Mas- 
sachusetts is for the man so placed, a most 
near sighted policy, Consider for a mo- 
ment what future that man can look for- 
ward to, His one single chance is in the 
rise of the value of his property, or in the 
rise of the value of the product of his 
property, by the creation of a home de- 
mand of some sort for it, His entire pros 
perity depends upon this unrestricted 
accumulation of wealth in Massachusetts, 
Go down with me to the seashore of Mas- 
sachusetts, either north or south, or go 
with me up into Maine. You will find 
that it is the presence of that accumulated 
wealth which enables the summer boarder, 
as he is called, or, better yet, the summer 
resident, to reach those places, carrying to 
them his money and adding to the value of 
every acre of land. Go with me any day 
in Summer down tothe Jerusalem Road, 
or up to the Beverly Shore, You will find 
in both places land which, within my re 
tollection, you could have bought for $25 
fin acre, today selling for $10,000 an acre. 
Such are the res the agricultu- 
ralist’ deriv from that accumulated 
wealth of which Ispeak, It is there those 
people spend the income which they draw 
from the west, It comes in that way to 
the Massachusetts farmer, and it has made 
of him in many places a rich man, 

This question of allowing perfect unre 
stricted freedon to wealth, and the inei 
tence of taxation to that end, is so large 
that you cannot put your finger on any 
one surface indication and say confidently 
what it means pnd where it ends, You do 
not know where influence stops or pres 
sure is felt. On our coasts and in our sea 
board towns you see it; it builds up manu 
facturing establishments in one place and 
Villages in another, the great natural law 
operating everywhere, It is the home in 
vestment of income derived from outside, 
It wives the farmer a new market for his 
products in one town, and increases the 
value of his acres in another, The men of 
Boston who go down to the seashore or into 
the hill towns, spend the summer there and 
thelr income at the same time, Those in 
vestments you speak of, which you want 
to discourage so a8 to force money inte 
home investments—if you will follow the 
income of those Investments you will fad 
it comes here, and the agriculturalist gots 
his full share of it, It fructifies on his 
soil-—it finds its way into his pocket, hus 
through the subtle movement of unre 
stricted accumulation the west becomes 
tributary to the agriculturalist of Massa- 
chusets, Lt has already turned the rocks 
of your rugued seashore into gold; if you 
will only let lt alone, and give it a chance, 
it will yet turn your barren bill sides into 
wardens, ‘They have no hills at the west,

chinery of finance through which modern 
Wealth is accumulated, Whether their 
domiciles are in Philadelphia, in New Jer 
sey, New York, or in Maine or in Connecti- 
cutis indifferent to them, it is usually a 
question of tax-laws; but the interests of 
Massachusetts are involved in their inter- 
ests, and our prosperity in the long run 
depends upon the unrestricted opportunity 
we «wford them for the development of 
this future wealth, If,for instance, Massa- 
chusetts says,—We will tax all foreign 
corporations, we will force the stockhold- 
ers of those corporations to make returns, 
those corporations will disappear from 
Massachusetts just as surely as the bird 
flies from the net of the fowler, A large 
share of the future prosperity of Massa- 
chusetts is then cut away, 

Again, of double taxation. I can point 
out to you a case where, underthe law of 
Massachusetts as it stands today, if re- 
turns were made, and the assessor said—- 
as I have had him say to me over my re- 
turn, “I have no discretion; all I ean do is 
to requite your return, and you must pay 
the tax on it,’’—the tax in that case would 
be not a double tax, it would not be a 
treble tax, it would be a tax of 20 per cent. 
per annum on the amount of the actual in- 
vestment, Of course that makes it impos- 
sible, and the law is evaded; while the as- 
sessor connives at the evasions. We have 
then these laws that have to be evaded— 
and what is the result? It is simply,—to 
speak frankly to you, gentlemen,—it is 
simply a legal premium on perfury! If you 
go down into the street here and offer a 
man a money inducement to go into a 
court of law and make a false oath, you 
will be arrested, and, if convicted, you will 
be put in jail, and very properly put there, 
At the Sate House here we say,—"You 
must make these returns; but, if you 
swear a false Oath, you can escape so much 
tax.”” Youthus put a premium on per- 
j and the result is a direct tax and a 
y one upon honesty and conscientious- 
ness, We ure now approaching the end of 
the nineteenth century. I take it you will 
all agree that there is none too much 
honesty and conscientiousness, and those 
other admirable qualities in the world; 
but you directly say through your laws to- 
day to every one who makes a sworn 
declaration,—"If you will commit perjury, 
we will give you somuch money,” for, ac- 
cording to the old Scotch saying, ‘tA penny 
saved is a penny gained.’’ Gentlemen, 
you cannot get away from ity—you thus, 
by statute, suborn perjury, 

But, the question you will doubtless 
put to me is,—What would you have in its 
place? I ispeak on that matter with 
sone understanding and also some degree 
of self-interest, for I am somewhat of a 
farmer, and I know how it is myself. I 
am cither directly or indirectly, it makes 


} no matter how, largely interested in Massa- 


chusetts, Lown farming lands and city 
lans, own unimproved lands and im- 
proved lands,—I also represent large in- 
terests of a complicated character handled 
by foreign corporations, ‘There are in- 
vestments in other parts of the country 
to manage, I do not say 
they are my own, | am responsible for 
them, Now, Iam free to say to you, that, 
so far as I have looked into this matter,— 
and I have looked into it very carefully,— 
I cannot find one single item in all that 
property which does not pay its share, and 
its full share, to support a government 
somewhere, Ido not always know where 


it is, but I do know, whether it is in 
Michigan, in Kansas, or Nebraska, or 
wherever else I have followed it I cannot 


find one thing exempt from taxation. 
Coming to your laws as they now stand, 
I will put a case; some property—shares in 
a corporation—were bought. First, the 
property was taxed in Illinois; in the see- 
ond place, the title deed was taxed in Mas- 
sachusetts upon its market value, In order 
to make that transaction successful, being 
as I say engaged incomplicated operations,

ness, J believed there was an opportunity; 
and if T had money, of course, I should 
spend so much more here at home, There 
would be so much for me and so much for 
Massachusetts, After all, the thing was 
done, and some money made. But how? 
By simply evading your laws, while the 
assessor—the man sworn to enforce the 
law—turned his back and shut his eyes 
and connived at my evasions., He was 
right, too; and T was right! It was your 
stupid, barbarous law which was wrong. 

If I were hauled up, —as there are those 
who would haul me up,—fairly and 
squarely to the rack of a sworn declaration 
every year, I can say to you what I said to 
that assessor, He was a fair, intelligent 
man, and we sat and talked the matter 
over fully and frankly,—I said to him, 
“Now, Mr. Assessor, if this thing is done, 
—if your law is enforced,—I have my choice 
of j three things,—Which course shall 
I take? Lean gointo liquidation and out 
of business,—or I can leave the state,—or I 
can commit perjury. Which shall I do?? 
The last was not to be thought of; therefor 
Thadasimple alternative, I could liqui- 
date or leave the State. The annual tax 
amounted to more than the entire income 
on the property—indeed to a quarter part 
of the property, The usual result fol- 
lowed,—the result which always must fol 
low such laws just so long as such laws 
are on the statute book, The assessor sud- 
denly became dull of vision!

But you will ask me what is the alter 
native? What system I have to propose? 
And T anawer at once and frankly, that the 
Jaw you have before you seems to me sing 
tlarly fair and moderate, and one going 
but a short distance towards the end in 
view. It is to be advocated on grounds of 
equity and right. But my vision goes far 
beyond that law, Isay to you gentlemen, 
and I say it openly, IT would if I could go 
far in advance of any legislation you have 
now before you. Massachusetts of all the 
states in America should take a broad view 
of this thing, and endeavor to have a sys- 
tem of taxation founded on correct philo- 
sophical principles, —one whieh would 
work powerfully in the lineof the manifest 
destiny of Massachusetts as a capitalist 
community. The fundamental principle 
of that system would be the taxation of 
nothing which the tax collector could not 
lay his hands directly on; so that the inci 
dence of taxation should fall like the rain 
from heaven equally on the just and on 
the unjust,—on him who tells the truth 


I would 
have it so arranged that no man 
could evade a tax, or bargain 
over his tax; I would levy taxes 


on tangible, visible property to whatever 
amount might be necessary to defray the 
expenses of the community.

and lam a real estate owner. Tam not 
unwilling to accept that conclusion.

the existing system, have no fear with an 
eye to the future of Massachusetts in say 

ing at once that we will have all our taxes 
levied on real estate, Because as a large 
real estate owner I know well,—I am 
so certain of it that if does not 
seem to me to admit of argument,—that 
such a system of taxation would lead toa 
natural development and increase of Massa- 
chusetts as aninvesting state, which would 
bring back to her real estate owners the 
whole of their increased taxation in rents 
and value of products. 

I can conceive, gentlemen, of nothing 
you could do which would contribute more 
to the prosperity of Massachusetts than for 
you to project’ yourselves in thought into 
the future and look at this thing froma 
broad point of view. I wish you might be 
induced to sweep the present Massachusetts 
tax legislation in one mass from the statute 
book, and, starting from first principles, 
arrange a new system in place of it which 
would be just, which could not be evaded, 
and which, above all else, would recognize 
the manifest destiny of Massachusetts 
You would then do everything in your 
power to bring here those industrial com- 
panies, whether they invest money in the 


State or outside of the State,—you would | 


bring them here, in order that the income 
derived from theirinvestments might come 
back. to Massachusetts, and, flowing 
through all its channels, fill the State with 
new life. I know the thing could be done, 
I have no more doubt of it’ than that T am 
addressing you now, ‘Though things move 
slowly, yet they do move, We will get 
there at last; Massachusetts will attain its 
destiny as a capitalist State—as a State 
Which makes investments everywhere, 
a State where investinents mace elsewhere 
are encouraged, and encouraged because 
the results of such investments come back 
tothe State in some form, If you could 
be induced to start in that path, T have 
little doubt you would erect a monument 
tothe present legislature which would last, 
and be to the Commonwealth even more 
advantageous than that system of Metro 
politan Parks, the one measure pending

} the medical profession as antipyretics. 


Autipyrine, autifibrin, salol and anti- 
kamnia are comparatively new reme- 
dies, known as coal-tar products, and 
are powerful depressants, reducing the 
action of the heart, making the nerves 
nou-conductors of nerve force, and en- 
dangering life. No physician can pre- 
scribe a dose of any of the above drugs 
with any certainty that it may not kill 
his patient without a moment’s warp- 
ing; and if he or leaves thus 
unceremoniously, the doctor’s certificate 
follows—**Died from heart failure.” 

I have practised medicine many years, 
and I have yet to see the first person 
die who did not die from **heart failure.” 
Such a certificate of death should never 
be received by the authorities, for it is 
not creditable to them nor complimen- 
tury to the physician who may have 
written if. 

My own conviction is that as many

Manineiae Candle Power, 
The method of measuring the can- 


an object along a graded scale, away 
from the light, until it ceases to cast 
ashadow; a mark on the scale at 
this point indicating the candle power 
of the flame. It is apparent that the 
shadows thrown are toa great extent 
dependent on the intensity of the 
light. Thus water gas, which gives 
a more intense light to a given area 
than coal gas, casts a strong shadow 
in the measuring machine, but when 
put to practical use it does not illu- 
minate a room so well, not having so 
great diffusive power as a coal gas 
light of the same measured candle 
power.— New York Commercial Ad-

Railways are gonerally well managed, | 
and protection of the life of the traveller 
is assured to # greater degree than it is 
in the United States. The compart- 
ment car in general runcon the Conti 
nent as well as in Great Britain, has its 
advantages and disadvantages. Railway 
stations are unusually spacious, mag. | 
nificent structures, supplied with every | 
possible convenience for the traveler. 
In many instances, as at Mrankfort, 
Berlin and Munich several aeres of old 
structures are cleared away in front ot | 
the Station to afford a spacious ap-| 
proach for carringes, The ticket offices, | 
restaurants, and railway-coaches are all 
classified ording to the prices paid. 
In some instances there are four grades 
of prices. The station at Frankfort eost 
about seven million dollars, and Prank 
fort has Jess than one-third many 
inhabitants as Boston. 

The sleeping-car was very comfort 
able and afforded me an apartment for 
the modest sum of 8 marks, Gibout| 
$2.00) for the night. Tustead of being 
shut up in the wretched coflin-like | 
space of a lower Pullman berth where 
one is poisoned by his own breath, | 
found a comfortable little room, lighted

The history of the money of our coun- 
try was rapidly reviewed from the 
wampum, or “to-boot,’’ money of the 


| North American Indians to the gold and 


silver coin and paper currency that the 
civilization of the present demands as a 
medium of exchange. 

The first paper money was issued by 


' the Continental Congress at the close of 


the Revolutionary War, ‘This money was 
in the form of pledges or promises to 
pay, but as the Federated Colonies had 
ho power to raise money by taxation 
but little confidence was placed in the 
pledges, and a period of financial un- 
easiness was the result. Thesame thing 
occurred during the Civil War—there 
must be something back of paper money 

The Govern- 
ment of such a great and rich country 
as the United States at the present time 
has so much power to raise money that 
paper currency is as readily accepted as 
coin, 

Four kinds of paper money are now 
in use;—Greenbacks, first issued in 1860; 
Coin Certificates; National Bank Notes, 
the outcome of our present National 
banking system; and the Treasury Notes, 
issued under the Sherman Act of 1890. 

The subject proved to be a fascinating 
one and the hour came to an ant all 
too soon, Mrs. Merrill declares herself 
a Philistine, in that she thinks “the 
things of today more important than 
the things of yesterday.”

20, “Wisdom crieth without; she uttereth 
her voice in the streets.) When we read in 
the New Testament such words as these, 
“Christ, the wisdom of God,” “Who of God 
is made unto us wisdom” (I Cor, i, 24, 80), 
we have no difficult: n understanding who 
is meant in this book by wisdom, Just as 
| Jesus Ghrist is both the living personal 
word and also the written word, so He is 
wisdom as to His person and as to His ut 
terances, It is no wonder, then, that it is 
written, ‘Wisdom is the principal thing; 
therefore get wisdom” (iv, 7). 

21. “She crieth in the chief place of con 
course, in the openings of the gates, In the 
city she uttereth her words, saying.” The 
great multitude are in the broad way of 
self and self pleasing, with little or no 
thought of a hereafter and aday of judg 
ment. They care not for the fact that 
“whatsoever a man soweth that shall he 
also reap,” and their only thought is pleas 
ure and prosperity here and now (Math 
vii, 18; Gal. vi, 7). Wisdom is represented 
as calling unto them as they hurry along 
their downward road, 

22. “How long, ye simple ones, will ye 
love simplicity, and the scorners delight in 
their scorning, and fools hate knowledge?” 
Simple ones, if they believe the devil, are 
easily led astray. If they believe God, they 
are easily led aright. If they go astray, 
they are soon among the scorners and the 
fools. Yet wisdom loves them and cries 
unto them: “How long?” “How long shall 
thy vain thoughts lodge within thee?” 
“Tow long wilt thou refuse to humble thy 
self before Me” (Jer, iv, 14; Ex. x, 8)? 

23. “Turn you at My reproof; behold I will 
pour out My Spirit unto you; I will make 
known My words unto you.” He calls so 
lovingly, so patiently, so perseveringly 
“Come unto Me; return unto the Lord, 
turn, O backsliding children; take with 
you words and turn to the Lord.” These 
are some of the many words of the Lord to 
the erring ones as He entreats them to 
come unto Him (Isa. lv, 8,7; Jer. ili, 1, 7, 
12, 14; Hos, xiv, 2). He only asks ns to turn 
to Him, and He will do all the rest, giving 
His words and His Spirit, His words which 
are Spirit and Life (John vi, 68), 

24. “Because | have called, and ye refused 
I have stretched out my hand, and no man 
regarded,.”’ [t does not seem possible that 
a people who had been so wondrously dealt 
with could so treat such love, but the bu 
| man heart is still the same, and the same 
love on His part is turned away from by 
those to whom His bands are imploringly 
stretched out. How is it with you? 

25. “Butye haveset at naught all My coun 
sel, and would none of My reproof.” They 
mocked the messengers of God, and de 
spised His words, and misused His prophets 
until the wrath of the Lord arose against 
flis people, till there was no remedy 
(II Chron. xxxvi, 16). They even went so 
fur as to say, “We have made a covenant 
with death, and with hell are we at agree 
ment; we have made lies our refuge, and 
under falsehood have we hid ourselves’ 
(Isa. xxviii, 15). Like the men before the 
flood, whose houses God filled with good 
things, they suid unto God, Depart from 
us; What can the Almighty do for us” 
(Job xxii, 15-18)? 

“T also will laugh at your calamity; | 
will mock when your fear cometh.”” What 
soever & man soweth, that shall he also 
reap, and he that soweth the wind shall 
reap the whirlwind” (Gal. vi, 7; Hos. viii, 
7) Concerning all who take counsel 
against Him it is written, “He that sitteth 
in the heavens shall laugh; the Lord shall 
have them in derision’’ (Ps, ii, 4), and if 
| His loving invitations are persistently de 
spised we must remember His words, 
“None of those men which were bidden 
shall taste of my supper” (Luke xiv, 24). 
27. “When your fear cometh as desola 
tion and your destruction cometh as a 
whirlwind; when distress and anguish 
cometh upon you.”’ In due time these things 
will come upon all who despise His love 
and make light of His salvation, Because 
there is wrath, beware lest He take thee 
away with His stroke; then a great ransom 
cannot deliver thee (Job xxxvi, 18), 

28. “Then shall they call upon me, but | 
will not answer; they shall seek me early, 
but they shall not find me.” Then shall 
they cry unto the Lord, but He will not 
hear them; He will even hide His face from 
them at that time, as they behaved them 
selves ill in their doings (Mie. iii, 4). He 
told Jeremiah that the intercession of Moses 
and Samuel could net save the nation, and 
He told Ezekiel that the presence of Noah, 
Daniel and Job would be of no avail (Jer 
xv, 1; Ezek. xiv, 14, 20). Sin may become 
80 great that nothing will do but judgment. 

29. For that they hated knowledge and 
did not choose the fear of the Lord,” They 
say unto God, Depart from us, for we desire 
not the knowledye of Thy ways (Job xxi, 14). 
The fear of the Lord is the beginning of 
wisdom, a foundation of life, a great treas 
ure (Proy, i, 7: ix, 10; xiv, 27; Isa, xxxiii, 6) 
But they had no reverence for God, no re- 
spect for His ways, no gratitude for His 
gifts. The fool says there is no God, and 
many a one who would not say this wishes 
that there was no God. The carnal mind 
is enmity against God (Rom. viii, 7). 

80. ‘*They would none of my counsel; they 
| despised all my reproof.” Our Lord Jesus 
| said that whosoever heard His words, but 
| did them not, was like a man building on 
sand, only to have everything swept away 
(Math, vii, 26, 27). 

81. "Therefore shall they eat of the fruit 
of their own way and be filled with their 
own devices.” Their own wickedness will 
correct them and their backslidings re 
prove them. Hear, O earth; behold, I will 
bring evil upon this people, even the fruit 
of their thoughts, because they have not 
hearkened unto my words (Jer, ii, 19; vi, 
19). If people will not receive the truth, 
iod will let them receive delusion and a 
lie (II Thess. ii, 10-12), He simply lets them 
have their own way, with its consequences, 
if they insist on having it. 

82, ‘For the turning away of the simple 
shall slay them, and the prosperity of fools 
shall destroy them.’”’ To turn away from 
God is to turn one’s back on the only 
source of love and light. It is to choose 
darkness rather than light (John ili, 19). 
“But whoso hearkeneth unto Meshall 
| dwell safely and shall be quiet from fear 
of evil.” What a wonderful salvation our | 
wonderful Lord has provided for His ene 
mnies if they will only turn to Him in true 
penitence, Life, eternal life, abundant par 
don, forgiveness of all sins, with the assur 
no more remembered, 
an inheritance incorruptible, a joint heir- 
ship with Jesus Christ, with the promise of 
all things temporal and spiritual that we 
van possibly need,

ff Wreat Fire, 


About 12.45 p.m. last Saturday the 
tannery of Stephen Dow & Co, on 
Pleasant and Water streets in this city 


was discovered to be on fire and an 
alarm rung in box 82 Previous to the 
signal an attempt had been made by 


the men, who were mostly at dinner, to 
extinguish the flame in its incipient 
stage, but their efforts were unavailing 
and the alarm was sounded, The tannery 
was erected in 1827 and 80 thoroughly 
saturated with oil and grease that when 
a fire onee got a fair start it would be 


next to impossible to extinguish or 
control it. A second alarm was sounded 
when the extent of the conflagration 


was realized, and this was 
another which summoned 
Department. The critical danger of 
other property from. the sparks and 
cinders of the fire rendered the presence 
of every Company, and even then some 
buildings ran a narrow chance of de- 
struction, Among them the fine residence 
of the late William Winn on Pleasant 
street which Mr. William J. Singer, 
aided by others, succeeded in protecting 
but not until some damage had been 
done to it. Houses in the neat neighbor- 
hood of the factory and others more 
remote caught fire but were not 
materially damaged, The firemen worked 
splendidly and their efforts saved much 
property adjoining the main building. 
The fire naturally was a very hot one, 
and the firemen had an uncomfortably 
warm time of it. The explosion of the 
large oil barrels scattered firebrands all 
over that part of the city and greatly 
endangered many buildings. Fortunately 
no lives were lost or anybody seriously 
injured, although Mr. John MeCafferty 
leaped from a window in the third story 
having been cut off from escape by the 
burning of the stairs. Nearly all the 
men were out taking their midday meal 
else there might have been serious 
casulties. 

The proprietors of the establishment 
were Edward A. Dow, Frank F. Dodge 


followed by 
the whole 


and Willard A, Dow, doing business 
under the old firm name o phat 
Dow & Co. The factory was the oldest 


in the city, it having been built in 1827 


by the late Gen. Abijah Thompson, 
He had had a tannery and currying 
shop on Lexington street near the 


Harris place, but it proving too small 
for the demands of business he selected 
the present site, on account of the fine 
water privilege. His partner was his 
brother, Benjamin F, Thompson. 

After a time the brothers dissolved, 
Benjamin establishing a factory in Win- 
chester (then South Woburn). Not long 
after the General took in two partners, 
Stephen Dow, his son-in-law, and Horace 
Conn, his brother-in-law, and the firm 
continued until 1861, when Mr, Conn 


withdrew, 

Gen. Thompson died in 1867, and Mr. 
Dow and his son Alfred carried on the 
business. Upon the death of Stephen 
Dow, Alfred A. and Edward A. Dow 
managed it, and on the recent death of 
Alfred the present firm was organized. 
It employed about 150 men and was 
running full-handed at the time of the 
fire. This large body of workingmen 
are thrown out of employment, and 
from this point of view they are the 
most serious losers, A large amount of 
leather was also consumed as more than 
usual had been held back at the factory 
while the Boston store was undergoing 
changes, 

The buildings were insured by W. 
Porter & Co, of Boston for $14,000, and 
8. B. Goddard of Boston and Woburn 
had $50,000, in 38 companies, on the 
stock and machinery. The gross loss 
was in the’ neighborhood of $50,000.

Albert Thompson’s Latest. 


For one who loves beautiful things in 
art the studio of Albert Thompson in 
this city holds many attractions. It is 
a pleasant place to visit on a bright 
supny day when his landscapes and 
cattle pieces, finished and untinished, 
and sketches of local beautyspots, are 
seen to the best advantage. On the 
walls, mantles and easels rest many 
samples of his excellent work with brush 
and pencil and taking an easychair in 
the midst of them one who has an eye 
and soul for such things may while 
away the major part of an afternoon in 
the pleasantest possible manner, 

As is well known (in art circles better 
than among laymen, perhaps) Albert 
Lhompson occupies an enviable position 
as a landscape and cattle painter and 
his work stands as high as that of any 
other Ame 


, an artist in the estimation 
of his fellowcraftsmen and the best 
connoisseurs. His productions are often 
met with in art exhibitions and every- 
where receive generous and honorable 
meed, while in the markets they com- 
mand ready sales at handsome prices, 

The latest piece from Mr. ‘Thompson's 
easel is a landscape, about 16x30 inches 
In size—2 pasture with cows grazing in 
the foreground and such rural acces- 
sories as are demanded to complete 
that feature of the study. The herd 
are variously colored—a black and white 
cow among them—and the naturalness 
of their grouping and individual pose 
impart a wonderfully realistic air to 
the picture. Many trees, in full summer 
foliage, are effectively worked into the 
yainting and lend a charm to it. A 
noll at the right is partially covered 
by them, and in the middle distance, 
beyond the cows, the greensward is 
mottled by their umbrageous branches. 
In the background too they line the 
open pasture, and everywhere produce 
effect. At the left of the 
canvas is a bit of still water which, 
with paths leading to it, adds beauty 
to the restful country scene. The herb- 
age is verdant and abundant; rocks are 
scattered about; and a mellow. sky 
bends over the picture which is admir- 
able in subject and treatment, and one 
of the best, we think, that Mr. Thomp- 
s0n has lately painted.

For almost 30 consecutive years Mr. 
Albert Ayer has done the clerical work 
on the Assessors’ books. When he first 
took charge of this work he knew every 
piece of land in town and the name of 
the owner, ‘The land of lute years his 
been so divided and sub-divided with 
a consequent multiplication of owners, 
that his memory is incapable of keep- 
ing pace with the changes. —Star. Mr. 
Ayer has been one of the most useful 
men this town ever had, and in about 
50 years from now his long and valua- 
ble services will begin to be appreciated. 


Mr. James Houston, an old resident 
of this town, died on Mar. 28. He 
was born in Ireland sixty-six years 
ago, aud came to Winchester about 
forty-five years ago. In 1861 he as- 
sociated himself with Mr. B. F. 
Thompson and carried on the business 
of a currier and leather finisher. This 
partnership was dissolved in 1867. In 
1869 he moved his business to Woburn, 
where he built a large tannery. ‘This 
business he controlled until about a} 
year ago. Mr. Houston was a respected 
member of the First Congregational 
church, a charter member of William 
Parkman Lodge, F. and A. M., of 
Winchester, and of the Boston Com- 
mandery, Knights ‘lemplars. He was 
one of the wealthiest residents of the 
town. A widow, two daughters and 
one son survive him. ‘The funeral ser- 
vices were held at his late residence, 
216 Main st., at 2 o’clock Snuday af- 
ternoon. 


Last week this town lost two of its 
most prominent and highly honored 
citizens in the death of Gen. John M. 
Corse, the hero of Allatoona Pass, and 


Mr. James Houston, the Woburn 
leather manufacturer. As a soldier in 
the Great Rebellion the name of the 


former is enrolled in golden letters high 
up on the scroll of fame, and millions 
of loyal American hearts will honor 
and love him as long as the Great Con- 
flict is remembered, or souls thrill at 
the martial notes and heroie words of 
‘Hold the Fort for I am Coming.” 
He was one of the greatest of the Un- 
ion Generals, and by his personal valor 
and military skill, with his little heroic 
band, at Allatooua Pass, when under 
his command the deadliest battle of the 
War was fought, Sherman’s Army 
was saved and possibly the Nation. 
General Corse was too modest to claim 
the glory that rightfully belonged to 
him for the conspicuous part he played 
in the great War drama of 1861-5. 
In many prominent characteristics he 
and General Grant closely resembled 
each other, Like the Great Captain 
he was quick to give his men even 
more credit than belonged to them for 
victories won rather than appropriate 
the honor for self-aggrandizement. But 
Gen, Corse’s life has been written over 
aud over again, He was a great Mili- 
tary Commander and, what was better, 
a grand man and patriotic citizen,

At 
the effeminate court of Henry III 
fnen as far as possible had copied 
the Medici toilets of the ladies, and 
the doublet, or closed jerkin, was re 
introduced into England during Elis 
abeth’s reign in the shape of a pad 
ded and pinched imitation of the 
Medici bodice, and the doublet forin, 
belted round the waist, fastened at 
the throat and finished there, wheth 
er by a ruff or falling collar, held its 
own, both in this country and in 
France, for the next hundred years, 
when (unless we consider it to have 
lately revived under the guise of the 
Norfolk jacket) it was finally con 
quered by the juste-au-corps. 

Not only the bodice of the Medici 
dress, but its farthingale also, in the 
shape of grotesquely padded breeches, 
was as far as possible pressed into 
the service of masculine costume 
during the latter part of the six 
teenth century, and as this clumsy 
fashion recommended itself particu 
larly to James [as a protection from 
the assassination of which he lived 
in constant dread it survived 
throughout his reign, and only gave 
way to a fresh importation from 
France on the marriage of Charles ] 
with Henrietta Maria.—Edinburgh 
Review.

He was an elevator builder and for 
the last 9 years prior to his death at 

5.30 p. om. Sunday, April 30, at the 
| Palmer House in.Chicago, he had been 
; Superintendent of the Hale Elevator 
|Company in that city. In that capacity 
he had built elevators in numerous 
| cities seattered all over the world, and 
lrepre sented his house in the great 
| exposition at Sidney .S. W. a few 
} years since. He was weil and favorably 
| Known in Woburn, and three of_ his 
| brothers re now residents of this place. 

The at rush of people at the 
World's Fair necessitated the introdue- 
tion of three additional elevators in the 
}Palmer flouse, one of the largest of 
lthe Chicago hotels, and in his contract 
}for them with the Hale Co. the pro- 
prietor stipulated that Supt. Seaver 
should personally attend to building 
}them, and this was the work on which 
}he was engaged when he met a horrible 
death. The job, which had been pushed 
night and day, was getting well on 
towards completion, when at 4.30 on 
Sunday afternoon, April 30, Alonzo 
concluded to leave matters in the hands 
of his brother William, who was engaged 
with him, and go to his home in the 
suburbs for a few hours rest. He was 
to return at midnight and relieve his 
‘brother. William was in the basement 
overseeing work there, and Alonzo went 
to the top of the building, 7 stories up, 
to leave some instructions to his men. 
While there he stepped along on some 
planks that were run out over the well 
for the men to stand on while at work, 
one of which turned under him, and his 
doom was sealed. He fell from the top 
to the bottom—7 stories—and strange to 
say lived just an hour, retaining con- 
sciousness, after the fatal fall. In his 
descent he struck a ladder which was 
broken square in two like a pipestem 
but offered sufficient resistance to break 
somewhat the force of the fall and save 
his life for the time being. The palms 
of both hands were ruptured when he 
seized a projection in the well he 
went down. 

Alonzo fell within 20 feet of his 

brother William and was immediately 
earried to the parlor of the hotel when 
the physician of the house, Dr. Evans, 
was summoned and an examination of 
the unfortunate man made by him and 
other doctors. It was found that every 
one of his ribs was broken and fatal 
linternal injuries received. Tlis spine 
was uninjured, and his mind clear until 
death came to relieye him of his misery. 
At 5.40, p.m. he expired in the arms of 
his brother in the Palmer House parlor 
} where he was first carried. 
The deceased had many friends in 
| Woburn, Boston, Chicago and elsewhere, 
Jand was highly respected by all who 
knew him, He left a wife, daughter, 
mother, 5 brothers and a sister to mourn 
his untimely and terrible death. His 
remains were brought to Boston by 
William and the funeral occurred as 
above stated,

Washington Home, Boston. 

The resignation of Dr. Albert Day 
from the office of Superintendent of the 
Washingtonian Home in Boston will be 
universally and deeply regretted. He 
founded the Home many years ago and 
has exercised almost unlimited control 
over its affairs ever since, or up toa 

ear or two ago when the old Board of 

Jirectors were crowded into back seats 
to make room for others who hada 
“policy” which they wanted to carry 
out. 

Dr. Day was devoted heart and hand 
to the work of saving the inebriate and 
the good he has done and the number 
of souls that have been saved through 
his instrumentality will never be known 
until the books are opened in the great 
hereafter. He loved the work; he was 
peculiarly fitted for it; he was appre- 
ciated by former Directories; and as a 
consequence he has been the head, the 
front, the motor, and the reformatory 
and saving power of the grand iustitu- 
tion ever since it started on its 
noble career. Under his management 
it flourished. Its rooms were always 
full; its finances were in a prosperous 
state; its name was familiar every where} 
its head was esteemed as a true friend 
of the unfortunate slave to strong drink; 
hundreds were every year reclaimed 
and finally sayed; and the good it was 
doing no figures can convey an idea of. 

But lately all this has been changed. 
A new Directory are at the helm, and 
the old Superintendent whom everybody 
loved and respected for the good he has 
done and the sacrifices he has made— 
the old manager whose connection with 
the institution had been so close that 
the man and the Home were always 
thought of together—he has been com- 
pelled, from a sense of self-respect, to 
resign, and will soon leave the institu- 
tion forever, Jt is probable that when 
Dr. Day leaves the Home will receive a 
wound which it will not long suryiye. 
And there are people in Boston who 
think that that is just what the new 
Directory want and are driving at. 
Some of the members at least have no 
sort of sympathy with such an institu- 
tion, but under Dr. Day’s able financial 
management the Home has. acquired 
valuable landed property which, some 
surmise, the present’ Pireptors want to 
sell and divide the proceeds amagng 
themselves. ‘To accomplish this end i 
wis necessary to first get rid of Dr. 
Day, This by a mean and underhanded 
course they have succeeded in doing, 
and the death of the Home and a 
division of the property will probably 
soon follow. At least such is the sus- 
picion entertained by many warm friends 
of Dr. Day and the institution. 

In the mean time the public at large, 
or at least those who care for the 
welfare of the unfortunate drunkard, 
will never cease to regret the resigna- 
tion of Dr, Day from the Washingtonian 
Home, nor the causes that led up to it.

Karly last week it was announced 
with a considerable flourish of trumpets 
that the World’s Fair Management 
were about to return the $2,500,000 to 
the United States government and open 


the Fair on Sundays. Late in the 
week the Board held a solemn conclave 
and voted to open the gates to the 


grounds—and that was all. It was a 
complete and humiliating exhibition of 
crawfishing on the part of the Manage- 
ment. Very few persons in this country 
care whether the gates of the grounds 
are opened on Sunday or not; but the 
public demand was for closed doors of 
the buildings on the Lord’s Day, and 
the public gained a victory over the 
greed and vice of Chicago. The 
revenue from Sunday visitors to the 
grounds will not be enough to pay for 
the grease necessary to keep the gate 
hinges from rusting out. 


THE CHINESE MUST GO. 

Last Monday the Supreme Court of 
the United States decided that the 
Geary law, so called, which prohibits 
Chinese emigration into this country 
and provides for the deportation of 
those now here, is constitutional, which 
means that the Chinese must go. It 
does not however remove the rank in- 
justice of the law, which was enacted 
ut the instance of the worst political 
elements on the Pacific coast. 

Chief Justice Fuller, Justice Fields 
and Justice Brewer dissented from the 
opinion of a majority of the Court.

The site was laid out and stakes drove 
u week ago lust Tuesday, and on 
Saturday the first shovelful of earth 
was removed towards getting ready for 
the stonework. So there is no longer

In due time the Journat will give 
the public full information respecting the 
sizeaund cost of the buildings; their 
exact location ; the uses to which each 
will be put; the proprietors, managers, 
etc. 


Sunday Opening, 


There is no longer any serious 
pretence, on the part of the World’s 
Fair Directors, that the opening of the 
fair on Sunday is intended to benefit 
the Chicago working people. It is now 


confessedly a mere matter of dollars} 


and cents. The Directors arg « that 
200,000 visitors would pay $100,000 
into the fair treasury, and allowing 


200,000 as the average Sunday attend- 


ance between now and Noy. 1, it 
would mean additional receipts of 
$2,000,000 in the aggregate, and thus 
the Sunday opening question might 
determine the financial success or 
failure of the exposition. 

The Directors of the fair have 
accepted a large appropration from 


Congress on the express stipulation 
that the fair should not be opened on 
Sunday. ‘They have spent the money, 
and now they deliberately propose to 
repudiate the terms upon which they 
procured it from the Government. If 
they persist in their purpose there 
ought to be, aud doubtless will be some 
way of holding them criminally re- 
sponsible for their violated contract. 
Their position is not helped much by 
their miserable pettifogging plea that 
opening Jackson Park on Sunday is not 
opening the exposition if the large 
buildings are kept closed and the ma- 
chinery is notset in operation. Fortu- 
vately the National Commissioners are 
overwhelmingly opposed to Sunday 
opening scheme of the Directors, and 
under the law the authority of the 
Commissioners is paramount. ‘Their 
spirtis well illustrated in the remark of 
oue of their number that the fair will 
not be opened next Sunday, even if 
it is necessary to call on the troops of 
the United States to close it. But there 
is little danger that it willbe necessary 
to proceed to this extremity. —Boston 
Journal,

‘ ETIQUETTE OF DINNERS, 


How the Various Dishes Should Re Served 

and Baten, 
| One may be refined and elegant, 
yet unless continually given over to 
around of social entertaining may 
find one’s self at a loss when invited 
to some swell dinner where the 
latest fads are observed and more 
ceremonious etiquette required than 
for informal affairs just among the 
family. 

On elegant tables each plate is ac 
vompanied by two large silver 
knives, a small silver knife and fork 
for fish, a small fork for oysters, a 
tablespoon for soup and three large 
forks. The napkin is folded in the 
center with a piece of bread upon it 


and forks and spoons that have been 
used are removed with the plate 
Fish should be eaten with a silver 
fork, and if full of bones needs the 
use of the knife as well. For sweet 
breads, cutlets, roast beef, ete., the 
knife is also necessary, but for cro 
quettes, rissoles, bondies a la Reine, 


fork is required, 

When dessertis reached, everything 
save the tablecloth and floral deco 
rations is removed, <A dessert plate 
with a small silver spoon, a dessert 
spoon and fork and sometimes a com- 
bination fork and spoon for ices are 
placed before each guest. 

Pears and apples are peeled with a 
silver knife, cut in quarters and 
eaten with the fingers. Grapes should

Oranges are 
eaten with a spoon, 

Salad is eaten with a fork, but 
have not been divided before sery 
ing. Cheese is eaten with a fork, 
though soft cheeses are spread on :

Saltcellars are now placed at each 
plate, and it is not improper to take 
salt with the knife. 

If sorbets are served before the 
game, a dessert spoon accompanies 
them, but it is not among the origi 
nal number placed on the table. 
The small after dinner coffee spoon 
is used with the tiny cups of the 
black beverage that concludes all 
dinners. 

The spoon is the most dangerous 
implement of the dinner, so far as 
its correct usage is concerned, Soup 
is always taken 
and is eaten noiselessly. To push 
the spoon into the mouth either end 
first or otherwise is decidedly yul 
gar. —Philadelphia Times,

A Leather Shoe For Horses, 

In England and in many parts of 
Europe proper they have for a long 
time been using for a horseshoe a 
regular curiosity made of com- 
pressed leather. At the factory 
where they are made three thick- 
nesses of common cowskin are 
pressed into a steel mold, and 
while held in position by powerful 
clamps are subjected to a bath of 
some chemical preparation which 
makes them surprisingly hard and 
durable. It is claimed for these 
shoe: that they are much lighter and 
last longer than those made of iron, 
also that split hoofs are unknown in 
horses constantly provided with 
them. The shoe is perfectly smooth | 
on the bottom, no calks being re- 
quired, the impact causing the sur- 
face to adhere even on the smoothest 
ice. Although, as above stated, the 
shoe is hard and durable, it is alse 
very elastic, thus preventing sprains 
and bruises and making the horse’t: | 
step lighter and surer. Straw treat- 
ed with a solution unknown to 
American and European chemists 
has been used for horseshoes for 
centuries in Japan. Perhaps some 
American genius will outdo England 
and the Japs by giving us a durable 
paper horseshoe. Who knowsi—

eton trade. The mode af preparation 
is a very delicate operation.

Passing the house of Woburn'’s moat 
eminent R. Ro and musical authority Inst 
Wednesday the Journxan man waa reminded 
of the days when he was the Pardridge of 
the Local Tennis Stock Corner, and by the 
way, where is that stock now? Pondering 
this question, he arrived at the Journan of 
flee and put it to the city editor, A. first 
class thought,” said that official, ‘we 
haven’thad a tennis article this year, Be- 
tween the women and the City Hall Ring 
several years avo we used to be deluged 
with rhymes and truck, but now we get 
nothing, T depute you to go out and inter- 
view the leading Tennisists of this com- 
munity on this point and also on another 
very vexed question where light is needed, 
‘Who was the author of Illustrated Tennis 
Newspaperdom?” Write us a bang-up, nifty 
article thoroughly JoURNALESQuE in tone.” 

With these instructions I marched across 
the Common and naturally first sought Mr. 
Mian Cestora, and waa greeted with that 
forty-love expression which he always car- 
ries, Said he, ‘Until the rights of a man 
to be both buyer and seller are determined 
by our City Council I'm a bit delicate about 
answering that first question, my friend; as 
to who should have the credit for Illustrated 
Tennis Newspaperdom I might say I have 
heard it ascribed to a dozen different people, 
butas T have always devoted my time ex- 
clusively to my profession [ have not the 
opportunity of investigating such reports.” 
Taking this as a hint I went next to Mr. 
Norum Ayor, who, it is reported, has for 
the last five years been running a race with 
Mr. Cestors for length of limb, tennis fame 
and political preferment, usually a bit be- 
hind, but always arriving at the same goal. 
In answer to my question he said, "I can’t 
see that my tennis stock ever paid me any 
dividend. The best payer I have found is 
Temperance Bonds, but these things work 
peculiarly; there seemed to be nothing in 
them to the fellows who had my job before 
me. Yes, lamin the engraving business, 
but I can’t claim the honor of being the 
father of illustrated tennis.” 

Bowing myself out I next 
Mr, John CG. Hedere: ‘What answer did 
Mr. Cestors give you” said he, ‘I think 
the same.” T explained to him that inter- 
Views could not be conducted in that way. 
“Well, if I must tell you, [am waiting for 
adividend on my stock before giving a 
spread to the boys; they will both come at 
the snme time, I think. Yes, I know more 
about illustrated tennis than il tell. T get 
hold of all the news that’s going, but once 
in a great while T won't repeat it.” 

Kecle Polit was my next subject and a 
hard one. ‘I consider that my tennis stock 
has paid me roundly, Just how much, a 
perusal of the City Auditor's accounts for 
the last year will partially show. I make it 
a point to know nothing on the other ques- 
tion. My mind is too much wrapped up in 
dogma and creed.” 

“Mr. Atein Chesout, answer these ques- 
tions, please,” said [ at my next stopping 
place. ‘I never had any tennis stock,” 
said he, “my manipulations were solely on 
the lines. Modesty forbids my answering 
your last question.” 

Late the next Sunday evening, as I was 
returning from that day’s seventeenth fire 
alarm for a brush fire at the Merrimac 
Chemical Works, [ met William, the Bap- 
tist, walking across Hammond Square at his 
usual metropolitan gait. I asked him if he 
was on his way home from a whist party. 
‘No, sir, I have been gazing at some Bap- 
tist property up this way. My dear man, 
do you know that yonder is a portion of the 
First Baptist Church Meeting House, built 
in 1794, and yet, in these degenerate days, 
they call this locality Unitarian Corner? 
O Tempora! Q mores!” 

“Well, never mind that lamentable fact 
just now,” I interposed, “I want your opity 
ion on more serious matters, Did you ever 
get any dividend on your tennis stock?” 

“Did 1?) Why, my dear man, that stock 
was uregular nest-egg for me. You see, 
when I started my Racquet Henerarium I 
took that stock down to Thompson's hard- 
ware store, and hypothecated it for a dozen 
glass eggs to a fellow who worked there 
and was then teaching tennis and other 
things to a young lady of our church who 
lives not a thousand miles from the tennis 
grounds, Jt was a great trade—for me.”

OVERCROWDED NEW YORK. 


The Tenement Districts Compared With 
Those of Other Cities. | 

A recent census report shows that | 
there are 91,000 houses in New York, | 
occupied by a number of families so 
great as to imply that there ara 
nearly four families (3.82) for every 
house in the metropolis. When it is | 
recalled that there are thousands of | 
beautiful homes in New York occu- 
pied each by one family only, that | 
miles of avenues and streets are | 
lined with houses each individually | 
owned and occupied by one family 
group, it will be realized to what ex- 
tent in other parts of the city crowd- 
ing occurs, When to accomodate an 
average of nearly four families to 
each house the remaining houses 
only are available. 

Comparing the condition of New 
York with Philadelphia the difference | 
ismost marked. In Philadelphia the | 
average number of families to each 
house is one family and one-tenth, 
as against three families and over 
three-quarters in New York for each 
house. In New York the average 
for each house is 19 people, while in 
Philadelphia the average is not 6 
people per house. The death rate 
tells the rest. In New York it is 28 
in every 1,000, in Philadelphia 22 per 
1,000. While New York has 19 peo- 
ple to each house, London has only | 
7, with a death rate 8 per cent lower | 
than New York. | 

The extent of the crowding in New 
York is made painfully apparent by | 
the statement of the national census, 
which shows that out of a popula- 
tion of 1,600,000 no less a number 
than 1,200,000 live in apartments, 
flats and tenements. Still further is | 
this confirmed by the sanitary cen- | 
sus made by the police in which it 
was found that there were herded in 
what the board of health designates 
as the “tenement district’ no less 
than 276,000 families. This number, | 
exceeding a quarter of a million fam- 
ilies, averaging five persons to each, 
is so great us to excite surprise that | 
such a condition can exist in the 
chief city of the new world, where 
conditions of civilization, as illus- 
trated by the character and number 
of homes, ought to have their most 
perfect exemplification. But the | 
facts as presented in official reports, 
in the death rate and in the person- 
al observations of men and women 
who take a deep interest in the con- 
dition of human kind in the metrop- 
olis, show a condition of density full 
of danger,in which the indications 
toward improvements are few and | 
far between.—North American Re- 
view. |

COMMON COUNCIL, 


The Board held a meeting on Thursday 
fevening, May 25, with President Sullivan 
in the Chair 

Council refused to concur with the Board 
of Aldermen Thursday in the passage of 
the order authorizing a loan of $10,000 for 
repairs on public property, 

The Council accepted an invitation from 
the Grand Army of the Republic to attend 
the exercises on the afternoon of Memorial 
Day 

An order from the Board of Aldermen to 
pay the Smead Warming and Ventilating 
Company of Boston $221 was adopted, 

An order to accept Davis Street as a 
Public Hyhway was adopted; but an order 
to extend Reade Street was defeated 

An order to employ # stenographer to 
take testimony in the investigation as to 
certain City Offleiala receiving money 
illegally from the city for extra services and 
others for selling goods to the city was 
adopted in concurrence, 

The addition, or amendment, to the in- 
vestigating Committee order, sent down by 
the Board of Aldermen, was adopted, This 
amendinent provided that no member of the 
City Council who had received money from 
the city should serve on the Committee, 
and also that President Sullivan should not 
serve, as he was the accuser, ‘The adop- 
tion of the amendment disqualified Council- 
men Quigley and President Sullivan, and 
on motion of Councilman Cutler their places 
were filled by nomination from the floor, 
Councilman Kennedy of Ward 1 and Coun 
cilman Ellard of Ward 7,

Clewley, who a JOURNAL reporter ap- 
pealed to for wu story concerning the 
great World's Fair, last Saturday, 
“Although I took copious notes L can’t 
begin to give you a tithe of all L saw of 
the stupendous exhibition, outside and 
in. It is too vast, great, too tremendous 
for any one person to describe or pen 
or pencil to portray, and still I tell you 


frankly I never performed six days 
harder work in my life than whiie 
attempting to take it in. I went to 


Chicago expecting to be wonder-struck, 
but of the reality I had had no real 
conception, A cursory view tells nothing 
of the story, but as one studies the vast 
piles of buildings, the immensity of the 
exhibits, and the beautiful surroundings 
the whole thing grows into him and at 
last he begins to realize that he stands 
amid and is viewing something more 
immense and grand than the world ever 
before looked on.” 

Mr. Clewley was emphatic in his con- 


demnation of the adverse criticisms 
made on the Fair and its Boards of 
Managers by some of the Chicago and 
nearly all of the New York papers, 
with here and there one in Boston, 
which he claims are unjust, entirely 
uncalled for, and without good foun- 
dation. From all he saw and heard 
while there he is sure the Managers 
have done praiseworthy work and are 
entitled to unstinted commendation for 
the excellent condition in which the 


Fair is found, for the facilities planned 
for visitors to see it, and for the almost 
perfect arrangements which will prevail 
when completed, to make it a grand and 
glorious success, Other improved modes 
of conveyance within the Fair will 
supplement the chairs and increase the 
facilities of travel. 

We will let Mr. Clewley tell the story 
of his tour of the grounds and buildings 
in his own language. 

“The Woman’s Building was the first 
one visited by our party. Its contents 

consisted of works of all kinds from the 
hands of women, showing the advance- 
ment which the sex have made in years 


past. There was the most exquisite 
needlework on exhibition, paintings, 
statuary and an immense variety of other 
productions to be seen and admired. 
Some needlework by American Indian 
women, and by East Indians was par- 
ticularly wonderful for their beauty. 


“We next repaired to the Horticultural 
Building. Here under the great dome 
was an immense mound of ferns, dwarf 
trees, plants both native aud foreign; 
flowers in pots and beds; the most 
beautiful and greatest collections of 
orchids ever gathered together; fresh 
fruits native to the soil; foreign and 
native canned fruits, ete. Here was a 
column from California made of Cali- 
fornia oranges 8 feet in diameter and at 
least 30 feet high. It was wonderful. 
After feasting our eyes on this glorious 
sight we went to the Transportation 
Building, wherein was exhibited every 
style of water carriages from the canoe 
of the native Indian to the great 
Cunarder that recently won the ocean 
race, &@ model of which was seen. There 
were exact models of warships from the 
earliest attempts at marine architecture 
to the U.S. New York, the grandest 
warship afloat. ‘There was an_ infinite 
variety of land carriages ranging from 
the Lord Mayor of London's State coach 
to the English 1-horse shay 150 years 
old, andthe Spanish bull cart; from the 
Cuban volante to the handsome Brewster 
carriage of New York. ‘There was Grace 
Darling's old boat; model of Columbus's 


Santa Maria; locomotives from 5 tons, 
to haul logs, to 100 tons to draw 
ize; from the Viking boat of 
to the electric boat of New 


; Genriskcha of China; dahabeah 
from the Nile, and an ancient Russian 
sledge—a great curiosity, Railroads had 
their fuily equipped trains demonstrat- 
ing the improvements in modern travel.

“We then went on to the Mines Build- 
ing, and the first object that greeted 
our eyes was a fac simile of Bunker 
Hill Monument in minerals. The watls 
of this building encloses every mineral 
that comes out of the earth and samples 
of all the machinery employed in mining 
them. ‘There was gold, silver, conte 
gems, everything pertaining to mines, 
crude and manufactured; crushers, drills, 
boring machines, and every other moder 
appliauce used for securing the mineral 


products of the earth. It was a won- 
derful sight, : 
“The Administration Building is situ- 


ated on the Grand Plaza, and serves as 
a reception room for the multitudes who 
visit the Fair, Lt is the gom of the vast 
group of buildings, We took an elevator 
to the top of the baleony on the outside 
and obtained one of the most magnificent 
views that it is possible to Nuasine: 
The entire Fair grounds were brought 
under our eyes—the whole Park, a por- 
son of the city, aud country lay at our 
eet, 

“Now to the Machinery Building, 
Here we found ‘business.’ Every variety 
of machinery that the genius of men 
hins over produced we found here in full 
sheraon, jucluding the "Big Kngine”’ 
which is an exhibition in itself. The

beautiful silk goods, delicate ribbons, 
carpets, and innumerable other fabrics, 
all showing what a wonderful advance 
has been made in these industries since 
1s76—the year of the Centennial—even. 

“Agricultural Building was next visited 
by our party. Here we found that each 
grain producing ate in the Union had 
vied with its neighbor in the construe- 
tion of a model palace or other beautiful 
building entirely of grain and grasses, 
No other material was used in the 
erection of these splendid structures. It 
is not possible to give an adequate idea 
of the taste and talent displayed in 
their construction and adornment. It 
was quite impossible to say which was 
the more beautiful—the skill displayed 
in the building or their novelty. Each 
was simply wonderful. Here was the 
plow built and used by Daniel Webster 
on his farm in New Hampshire; the 
cheese from Canada weighing 22,000 
pounds encased in a steel jacket; wine, 
fruit, chocolate and a variety of goods 
too numerous to mention from France; 
the same of England; New South Wales 
and Cape of Good Hope made wonderful 
exhibits of wool and other products; 
Germany had a large general display; 
and that of America was equally 
immense and varied, It made me feel 
a little thirsty to look at the handsome 
Scotch and Irish displays of their native 
whiskeys, porter ales, ete., but 
I soon got over it. The exhibition in 
this building was very near complete. 

“The Shoe and Leather Building was 
next visited by our party. We found it 
exceedingly interesting. It contained all 
kinds and descriptions of leather from 
the finest glove kid to the heaviest belt- 
ing. Ilere we had a sight of the alligator 
in his native condition, with nests, eggs, 
and young just emerging from the shell. 
The exhibition of leather for ladies’ 
wear was simply splendid; there were 
great stocks of shoe-findings; in short 
everything in this line that the imagina- 
tion could suggest was in sight. Foreign 
nations were largely represented in this 
building. 

“Then we went to the Krupp’s Building, 
Disappointment met us here because 
the structure was closed, but we were 
favored with a sight of the “Big Krupp 
Gun,” and it was worth seeing. It is a 
breechloading, steel rifle piece, 48 feet 
long; 16} inches bore; carries a conical 
chilled steel shot weighing 2200 pounds; 
takes 800 pounds of powder to load it; 
cartridge weighs 3000 pounds; carries a 
ball from 15 to 16 miles; and requires 
steam or water power to charge it. 


“Our next objective point was The 
Convent of La Rabida where Columbus 
on his way arrived discouraged and 


exhansted and was fed and clothed by 
the Prior and rendered such assistanee 
as enabled him to proceed on his voyage 
of discovery. A thrilling romance is 
associated with La Rabida bearing on 
the discovery of a new Continent. 

“The Building of Liberal Arts, ete., 
has 46 acres of floor space, but we found 


here more incompleteness than among 
any of the other exhibits. The display 
of France was not ip place; Great 
Britain, Germany, Austria and United 


States were well represented; and other 
nations were in various stages of com- 
leteness. One might spend a month 
rere and yet fail to see all the beautiful 
things on exhibition, There were acres 
of jewelry and watches; acres of delicate 
Chinaware, beautiful Venetian and 
Bohemian glass; acres of exquisite 
English wares of all kinds; rich Jaces, 
dress goods, petrified trees from Arizona, 
as natural as life; everything to charm 
the eye and gratify a taste for the 
beautiful was there, with many dupli- 
cates. 

“We next went to the Fisheries Build- 
ing. In a series of huge glass tanks set 
in a circle were every variety of brook, 
jake and fresh water fish; in equally 
Immense tanks were all sorts of salt 
fish; and they seemed to comprehend 
that they were on exhibition as they 
disported themselves in the clear waters 
as fish alone can. Canada lead in can- 
ned fish, but w closely followed by 
New South Wales and’ United States, 
which had finedis plays. Here too were 
boats and implements used in capturing 
and curing fish. There was the 100-dol- 
lar rod and the most rude contrivance 
of the savage. Every variety of boat 
from the perfectly equipped Whaleboat 
to mode] of the most perfectly appointed 


fishing steamer of Rhode Island. The 
famous boat of Ida Lewis was also 
there. The spectator could study fish 
culture from the spawn to fully de- 
veloped fish; there was the big catfish 


and the little goldfish; big cod and little 


crabs—every animal that swims in 
water,” 
From all he was able to learn with 


eyes and ears Mr. Clewley came to the 
conclusion that Sunday opening of the 
Fair would be preferable to shut gates.

LESSON X, SECOND QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, JUNE 4, 


Text of the Lesson, Eccl. v, 1-12—Mem- 
ory Verses, 1, 2—Golden Text, Rom, 
ail, 11—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearna. 


“This isthe book and mirror of the natural 
man. The thread of the book is the ex- 
pression, ‘Under the sun,’ which is found 
in it more than 25 times, Its conclusion, 
‘ear God and keep His commandments,’ 
has init no redemptive power, but prepares 
the way for the Redeemer from above the 
sun, Who alone can make all things new” 
(W. J. Erdman). The life of Keclesiastes 
compared with that of the Song of Solomon 
is like the seventh of Romans compared 
with the eighth, It is the fruitless effort 
to do good and be good apart from Him 
who alone is good. In all the “times of 
chapter iii, 1-8, there is no “time to pray,” 

1, “Keep thy foot when thou goest to the 
house of God and be more ready to hear 
than to give the sacrifice of fools, for they 
consider not that they do evil.’ Our 
feet may take us to the house of God, but 
unless our hearts are right with God we 
shall be as fools. The life of a Christian is 
in the New Testament compared to a walk, 
We are to walk worthy of our vocation, 
walk in love, walk as children of light, 
walk circumspectly (ph. iv, 1; v, 2, 8, 15). 

2. “Be not rash with thy mouth and let 
not thine heart be hasty to utter anything 
before God, for God isin heaven and thou 
upon earth, Therefore let thy words bo 
few.’ Not only do our feet need keeping, 
but also our mouths, Dayid’s resolution 
was a yzood one, “I said I will take heed to 
my ways that I sin not with my tongue” 
(Ps, xxxix, 1). His prayer is always ap- 
propriate, “Set a watch, O Lord, before my 
mouth; keep the door of my lips” (Ps. exli, 
8). How can we order our words aright be 
fore God? I know of no way so good as being 
filled with His words. See how in Hos, xiv, 
2, He puts the very words in our mouths 
which He would have us say, And there 
ure prayers throughout the Psalms suitable 
to every possible occasion. 

8. “For a dream cometh through the 
multitude of business, and a fool’s voice is 
known by maeiltitude of words.’’ There are 
dreams from above the sun—from God him 
self—of which many are recgrded in Serip- 
ture, but ordinary dreams vor worldly 
cures, As toa multitude of words, we are 
told that in such there wanteth not sin 
(Proy. x, 19), and this may be true even of 


| some prayers we know about which occupy 


unywhere from 10 to 20 minutes or more. 
Contrast with such waste of words and 
time the prayer of our Lord in John xvii, 
not over five minutes in length. 

4, “When thou vowest a vow unto God, 
defer not to pay it, for Ne hath no pleasure 
in fools, Pay that which thou hast vowed.” 
Compare with this ver.u Num, xxx, 2, 
Deut, xxiii, 21-23: Ps. Ixvi, 13, 14, and be 
careful how you REG promises to God. He 
is the faithful promiser (I Cor. i, 9; x, 18; 1 
Thess, v, 24, 11 Thess. iii, 8; Heb, x, 23), and 
our part is to trust Him, confide in Him, 
for all His promises are in Christ, yea and 
amen (I] Cor. i, 20). 

5. “Better is it that thou shouldest not 
vow than that thou shouldest vow and not 
pay,” because that would be simply lying, 
and neither deceit nor lies can dwell in 
God's sight (Ps. ci, 7). Some people called 
Christians think itall right to make prom 
ises to their fellows which they have neither 
ability nor intention to meet. We would 
commend to such the last clause of Rev 
xxi, 8, “All liars shall bave their part in 


| the lake which burneth with fire and brim 


stone.” 

6. “Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy 
flesh to sin.” One member of the body may 
cause another member or even the whole 
body to suffer. We know this to be true 
physically. It is also true spirtually. See 
I Cor, afi, 12-27. If we believed this, we 
would be more careful of others’ feelings 
and watch lest we should thoughtlessly 
cause another to sulfer. 

7. “For in the multitude of dreams and 
many words there ure also divers vani- 
ties, but fear thou God.” God said to 
walk 
before Me and be thou perfect’’—margin, 
upright or sincere—(Gen, xvii, 1). Jesus 
says to us, “Lo, I am with you always” 
(Math, xxviii, 20). This fact believed is 
the greatest possible corrective of one’s life 
if we think of Him as the One who so loved 
us that He gave Himself for us. Then His 
love will constrain us to love what He loves 
and to avoid what He dislikes, 

8. ‘He that is higher than the highest re- 
gardeth, and there be higher than they.” 
Oppression of the poor and perversion of 
justice are among the perplexing things of 
life even tothis day. But it is a very old 
story. David, Asaph and Jeremiah were

DOUBLE TAXATION, 


Arqumont of Senator Brown of Reading, 


In the Massachusetts senate, Thursday, 
May 11th, i808, on the question of substi 
tuting for the adverse report of the com 
mittee a bill which would relieve from 
taxation in’ Massachusetts the shares in 
the capital stock of corporations, which 
vorporations are legally assessed for taxes 
where situated, Senator Charles fF. Brown 
of Reading said: 

The matter before the senate relates to 
the report of the joint committee on taxa- 
vtition of Charles 8. Tucker- 
man, N, PL Watlowell, Charles Prancis 
Adams, George Atkinson and John T 
Lingee for an amendment of the law so as 
to prevent double taxation of personal 
property situated outside the common 
wealth and shares in foreign corporations. 


CHARLES F. BROWN, 

The law which the bill accompanying 
the petition would repeal has a peculiar 
history. 

By the body of liberties of 1641, the 
great constitutional law of the colonies 
(Colonial Laws, ed. 1889, p. 85), it is stated 
in article 18; ‘‘No man shall be rated here 
for any estaite or revenue he hath in Eng- 
land, orin any forreine partes, till it be 
transported hither,” 

That seemed to be the principle till the 


revised statutes of Massachusetts passed | 


in 1836. The commissioners on the revision 
of the statutes say (note to chapter 7, sec- 
tions 2 und 4) that there was a doubt as to 
whether property was taxable when it was 
without the limits of the state. It had 
hever been decided that if} was taxable, 
but the commission, in order ‘‘to remove 
doubt,” included both real and personal 
property lying without the state as 
taxable a second time to its owners 
if they resided here, adding the fol- 
lowing provision relating to shares 
in foreign corporations, viz., “stocks 
in turnpikes, bridges, and moneyed 
corporations within or without the state’?

Ep. Journnau: We are all disposed to 
be reasonably patient with our city 
government in its efforts to ferret out 
and close up the various ramloles whieh 
have sprung into existence since no- 
license went into effect. There are 
some cases however which are specially 
exasperating and which it would seem 
ought at once to command the attention 
of the authorities and be put down by 
the strong arm of the law. One of these 
has been for several years the boldest, 
most deflint and most shameless tlaunt- 
ing of the sale of liquor, and with an 
arrogant what-are-you-going-to-do-about 
it air. T allude to the pienies held every 
holiday at Baldwin's Grove. I under- 
stand that the grove is engaged 
every holiday fora year to come and 
those who haye the matter in 
are evidently counting on entire im- 
mnunity from arrest and on a great 
harvest of profit. On Memorial Day as 
on previous holidays a wagon load of 
liquor was carried in there with little 
effort at concealment, and a grand 
earousal began which ended by leaving 
all night in the grove about a dozen 
men and women dead drunk, One person 
counted twenty-five intoxicated people 
coming from there between the hours 
of six and seven Pp, M. and one sehool- 
boy about thirteen was helped home in 
an intoxicated condition by one of his 
schoolinates, 

There was a pretence of supply liquor 
by means of checks but even this was 
abandoned after a while and liquor was 
sold openly as at a publie bar. 

The only explanation Ll have beard 
offered for the inertness of the authori 
ties is that the police were all down 
town and could not attend to the case! 

It is further asserted that they gave 
liquor away and could not be interfered 
with,

World’s Fair Notes. 


Mr. William I. Clewley continues his 
observations on the great World's Fair at 
Chicago. 


{[Nore—In last week's article it should 
have read salt water fish instead of salt 
fish.—Ep ]} 

Next we visited the U.S Government 
Building, the cream of the American dis- 
play. Some of the curiosities we saw were; 
A thirty-foot section from one of the Yo- 
semite-valley biy trees, fitted with staircase 
inside and roomy enough for a larve family ; 
Agriculture, represented by grain, cotton, 
silk and tobacco; Indian Department, dead 
Indians and all their personal effects illus- 
trating their wild life; art of war, big 
twelve inch gun thirty-six feet long, eight 
inch guns, six inch guns, guns for war- 
ships, guns for forts, fleld guna, in fact 
every kind of improved man-killer, The 
torpedo system was fully demonstrated. 
Field wagons and ambulances; Model of 
Postoffice and Treasury building: working 
of departments was fully explained and 
demonstrated. Coins from mint, green- 
back printing, Dead Letter office curiosities, 
stuffed birds and animals of every variety, 
native to this country, full sets of postage 
and revenue stamps, curious machines. The 
above is but a minute portion of the grand 
display. 

Passing out of the U. S. Building we saw 
the Model Indian School and the Life 
Saving Station; time would not allow us to 
visit; also the building where the Clerk of | 
the weather lives, and manufactures that 
article. Did not call. 

We next went on board the warship 
Illinois. She is built of brick up to high 
water mark; her top built like a real ship; 
she is manned by Officers and men from the 
U. S Navy; armed with real guns, and 
supplied with every thing necessary for a | 
firstclass Man-of-Waur; carries one hundred | 
and fifty (150) men, and fall complement ot | 
officers; everything on boardwas shipshape 
and you never would think yourself on 
anything but a real ship. 

Leaving the ship, England's beautiful 
house attracted ourattention. Her Majesty | 
was getting dinner so we did not call. New | 
South Walesa has a pretty house. We 
passed the balance of the day inthe Art 
Gallery of which I will speak of later. 

Next day cur first visit was tothe Plaisance. | 
Here was glass blowing and cutting; Jap | 
Bazaar; saw many beautiful things, pur- 
chased a few aud passed on to East Indian 
Building where we saw much that was 
interesting and choice. Got clear of some 
short dollars and called on Germany; 
welcomed by Band and Beer Garden, Paid | 
my quarter and enjoyed a short time in the 
German Museum; was well repaid by the 
interesting things Isaw. Algerian village | 
next. Curious little booths, merchants | 
sitting cross legged, native articles for sale, 
invested. Next Austria: elegant Bohemian | 
glass, exquisite china and fine jewelry, and 
the band and beer garden, Next Turkish 
Bazaar: Large number of booths under 
one roof; curious things for sale, purchased 
afew, ‘This used up forenoon, 

After lunch we started for Fair grounds 
via Plaisance; called into old New England 
home of one hundred and fifty years ago; 
many ancient articles of interest. Next 
came Blarney Castle and the Irish village— 
a curious place, many pretty things for 
gale. ‘The rosy Lrish girls stationed so near 
the Blarney Stone, possess great persuasive 
powers. I got off safely by making a few 
purchases. Next point of interest the 
Itlinois State Building. The building was 
open to criticism but contents No; recep- 
tion part elegantly furnished; State exhibit 
grand; itcontained grain, forestry, minerals, 
fruit, flowers and vegetables. On one 
of the walls is a picture 24x32 feet repre- 
senting a farm, everything complete, con- 
structed of grain and grasses and nothing 
else, ‘*Beautiful” is not expressive enough, 

The California Building represents an old 
Spanish Mission, containing a large State 
display. First on entering is a magnificent 
date palm over one hundred years old; 
required two cars to transport it from its 
native home; a beautiful bronze figure of 
Miner with nuget of gold in hishand. The 
display of fruit and grain is such a®only 
California can produce. State of Washi. 
ington: section of floor occupied by grotto, 
representing farm and farm life; crop being 
gathered; two kinds of reapers at work; 
threshers, winnowing machines, and grain 
being put in sacks ready for market; 
wonderful display of minerals; specimen of 
extinet mammoth or mastedom stands four- 
teen feet in height, was found with several 
others in a plece of swamp land afew years 
since. 

Most of the other State buildings are 
grouped together in this (northern) portion 
ofthe grounds andare forthe most part head- 
quarters, or reception buildings, for their 
people and friends. Olio has, in front of 
her handsome house, erected 4 shaft around 
which were six of her noble sons in brouze, 
viz: Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Stanton, 
Chase and Garfleld, 

We next yisited Massachusetts State 
Ruilding. ‘Phis is homelike and pleasant 
We were treated with much courtesy, 

Jommissioner Hovey was engaged, con- 


sequently did not pay him my respects, 
Some of our stay at home growlers had 
better visit this beautiful place and satiafy 
themselves regarding the manuer in which 
the credit of this State is maintained 
instead of denouncing what they know 
nothing about, I understand thatthe house 
wae erected by our State for the purpose of 


giving welcome to all, but more especially 
for the sons and daughters of this glorious 
old Commonwealth, and here you will re- 
ceive every courtesy. Visitors from our 
State do not go into beautiful parlors with 
paper bags filled with peanuts and ginger- 


bread. This house is no place for that 
style. If those disposed to find fault with 
the present management would make a 


morning call they would realize that’ their 
criticisms were unjust and uncalled for, 

The New York and Pennsylvania homes 
ure more grand and pretentious, and while 
their greeting was volite, it was like what 
New England women would give a friend 
who called in that trying season known 
as “house-cleaning.” Florida's building 
represented Old Fort Marion, St. Augus- 
tine. 

Saturday evening we witnessed a grand 
illumination which of itself repaid for the 
entire trip. The Electricity building was 
simply beautiful, Leaving that and taking 
a position directly in front of the Adminis- 
tration Building, and not far from the Me- 
Monnies fountain, it gave us an opportunity 
of seeing the beautiful dome with its thou- 
sands of iridescent lamps with the moon 
hanging directly over it. ‘Turning towards 
the fountain we could enjoy its beauty, as 
the searchlight was thrown upon it making 
the water flash like diamonds, or like 
moulten silver. Walking towards the 
Peristyle the sight was enchanting. Agri- 
cultural Building, on our right, at our left 
directly at our feet the Grand Canal with 
ita flashing gondolas and electric launches, 
while further to our left, across the Canal, 
the Grand Facade of Liberal Arts and 
Manutacturers Building towered flashing 
with light. Behind us was the deme of the 
before mentioned Administration Building, 
radient in one sheet of light, while before 
us was the beautiful Peristyle. As we 
walked down the grand promennde the 
Statue of Liberty seemed to rise out of the 
Grand Canal to welcome us, the flashing 
searchlight resting on it, and other points 
inturn. I never expect to enjoy another 
sight as grand and beautiful. Embarking 
in one of the electric launches our party 
were enabled to take in the view from the 
water while sailing up the Grand Canal and 
Lagoon. 

Sunday we took a twenty-two mile ride, 
seving part of the big city. Monday; de- 
voted forenoon to seeing other State Build- 
ings, and Foreign buildings, many of the 
latter not ready for gompany. Woody 
Island in a short time will be one of the 
most attractive points on the grounds. Its 
fifty thousand rose bushes will soon be in 
bloom; the Japs’ garden will be wonderful, 
only requiring a little sunshine and warmth 
The Japs’ House, a beautiful structure, 
presented by that government to the city of 
Chicago, is full of interesting and choice 


articles, and will be the central gem of the 
Fair. 
Monday afternoon we deyoted to the 


Plaisance. In the Persian Bazaar we saw 
beautiful rugs, real silver bed and war tent 
ot the Shah’; Hungarian wares and cu- 
rios; visited Chinese ‘Theatre, which was a 
revelation to me; Feris wheel, two hundred 
and fifty feet high; Tower ot Babel, four 
hundred feet in height; streets of Cairo, 
not ready for visitors, Java has a native 
village very curious; Africa is represented 
by many curious articles and more curious 
people. The Plaisance is a queer place— 
men in petticoats, black men, brown men, 
dirty men and clean men, dainty French- 
men, and greasy men from Dahomey—all 
kinds, colors and styles 

Passed a day and a half in the Art Gal- 
lery. This short time only allowed a hur- 
ried glance at our American artists, those 
of England, France, and one or two rooms 
of the Duteh collection. T checked off in 
my catalogue the pictures that pleased me, 
but possibly passed many of the most valu- 
able. The gems of the American display 


| were probably included in the Loan Col- 


lection, while many beautiful pictures were 


seen in the general display. England's 
pictures were bright and cheery. It would 
take too much time to mention those that 


interested me. France displayed many very 
interesting and beautiful works. In pass- 
ing through one of Holland's rooms T hap. 
pened to see Israel's **Alone in the World,” 
said to be one of the most wonderful pict- 
ures in the Gallery. 

I sve that some of the critics concede to 
France the first place, but my uneducated 
eye would give Atperica first place and 
Knogland second. 

Our trip was made under the auspices of 
Messrs. Raymond & Whitcomb. ‘The whole 
party numbered one hundred and ten. The 
unanimous expression was one of entire 
satisfaction both as regards accommodation 
en route and our reception at the Raymond 
& Whitcomb Grand, The landlord, Mr. 
Oscar G. Barron, was untiring in his effort 
to make his company comfortable, — Lis 
pleasant, jolly face was a delight to all,

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Woman Saffrage—Representative Wall, 


Having heard that our Representative in 
the General Court, Maj. Henry C. Hall, had 
voted agvinat the Wonan Suffrage resoin- 
tions in that body, the Woburn Equal Suf- 
frawe League, at a meeting held not long 
ago, chore a committee to waiton him and 
secure an explanation concerning the rue 
mors and a statement of his ideas on the 
subject. Ata meeting of the League held 
last Monday that committee made a report 
in the shape of a letter from Representative 
Hall, and it was voted to publish the same 
in the lecnl newspapers and also in the 
Woman's Journal. The following is the 
letter, 


Woburn, Mase., May Oth, 1898, 
To Mrs. B. A. STearns, 

Wornvrne Equant Surrrace 

Deay Lady: —Referring to your recent 
intimation that my position as indicated by 
my vote on the Municipal Suffrage bill 
lately before the Legislature is not clearly 
understood by some of the members of your 
League, I wish to state that T voted againat 
Mr. White's amendment and against the 
billas amended, The bill as it came from 
tthe committee without qualification or con- 
dition had my earnest approval, T knew, 
by reputation at least, the authors and en- 
dorsers of that bill, I knew they were in- 
telligent, conscientions, brave and patriotic 
persons who knew how to formulate and 
present their demands without the unsought 
aid of a White or a colored man, The bill 
reported by the committee would have 
given them that for which they have so long 
and so honorably contended, equal rights 
and equal privileges in the local govern- 
ments with their husbands and brothers, 
The amendment seemed to me unnecessary, 
unmanly, cowardly, It required that they 
should engage in an unequal contest for 
their own with trained politicians in whose 
hands is all the political machinery of the 
State, and who are supremely jealous of 
their rights, I confess I was disappointed, 
displeased, indignant, 

You inherited a beautiful cloak, inferior 
to no other in the country. A strong man 
obtains possession of it and is in the enjoy- 
ment of its use, At length vou discover it 
and demand its surrender, You insist and 
urge your claim. Ile is obdurate and un- 
yielding. You press your demand with vigor 
and earnestness. He tells you, you do not 
need a cloak, you have no right to be out, 
that your place is at home to provide com- 
forta and pleasures for the more fortunate 
members of your family. But the great 
censor, public opinion, is aroused and your 
position has become impregnable. He sees 
the handwriting! He fears! He weakens! 
But he cannot think of giving up the gar- 
ment yet! He must enjoy its comforts one 
more year atleast! But how? He has no 
reserves, his last manis in the fight! His

resources are exhausted! He becomes 
desperate, frantic! In his delirium he 
hears the word, “compromise,” whispered 


by a nominal White man who well knows 
the weakness of human nature! He clutehes 


it! It gives him hope! tHe revives, and 
by the aid of the weak-kneed few about 
him amends your demand so as to require 
you to yo out into the street and there con- 
test with him for the possession of your 
own. Conscious of his great strength he 
knows he could sweep the street and mop 
the gutter with you, and, by yelling “dog 
fight,” he would instantly have a large, 
enthusiastic and sympathetic audience to 
witness the entertainment, Would you 
accept the compromise, the conditions? I 
think you would rise in your womanly dig- 
nity and say, Keep it, thief, another year! 
Never mine with degradation and dishonor! 

I do not believe that those noble souls 
who have toiled and struggled all these 
years in the cause for which your League 
exists would ever consent that the flag they 
have borne in honor so long should ever be 
trailed in the dust, or its bright folds ever 
be blotted with conditions or compromise. 

For the first time in all the history of your 
strugule the enemy has manifested fear and 
exhibited weakness in his offer of terms, 
however mean and unjust those terms may 
be. It would be treason now to. entertain 
any other conditions than unconditional 
surrender. If you have among you those 
who would lower your standard you should 
nail itto the mastand, if need be, throw 
overboard those who would dishonor it. If 
you maintain the high character of your 
contest your friends will stand by you and, 
when the end comes, your enemy will honor 
and respect you. If you fall or falter now 
your friends will forsake you and your 
enemy will deride and despise you. 

I hope I have made my position clear.

1, “Remember now thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth, while the evil days come 
not, nor the years draw nigh, when thou 
shalt say, L have no pleasure in them,” Inthe 
last two verses of the previous chapter the 
young man is warned that there is a Judy 
ment to come, in the light of which all} 
present things should be tested, and now 
he is entreated to think of his Creator in 
the days of his youth and strength and ta} 
consider Him who is the giver of every good | 
and perfect gift, Let Samuel, David, Joash 
and Josiah be studied as examples. 

2 “While the sun, or the light, or tha 
moon, or the stars be not darkened, nor the 
clouds return after the rain.” This is sug: 
gestive of days of judgment, er in Isa, xiil, 
10; Math, xxiv, 20; Rev. viii, 12; Jer. xiil, 
16, for those who persistently refuse the 
merey of God. But the content seems 
rather to indicate the time of old age, when 
the senses become dull, and with no light 
from heaven in the soul the condition of 
such a one is dark arf gloomy indeed. | 
Listen to old Barzillai when invited by | 
King David to make his home with the} 
king in Jerusalem: “I am this day four 
score years old, and can I discern between 
good and evil? Can thy servant taste what 
leat or what I drink? Can I hear any 
more the voice of singing men and singing 
women? Wherefore, then, should thy serv- 
ant be yet a burden unto my lord the 
king” (II Sam. xix, 85)? Barzillai was 
doubtless a good man, yet he simply de- 
scribes the ordinary failures of the body in 
old age. 

8. “In the day when the keepers of the 
house shall tremble, and the strong men 
shall bow themselves, and the grinders 
cease because they are few, and those that 
look out of the windows be darkened.” 
This is suggestive of the failure of hands 
and arms, feet and legs, teeth and eyes, 
The earthly house begins to decay, failure 
is evident in every part, and if there is no | 
light shining from above the sun it isa 
dreary picture.

“Under the 
sun’ is still the key, for the rejoicing he- 
liever anticipates no long home in the 
grave, but ‘with Christ in paradise,” ‘ab- 
sent from the body, present with the 
Lord” (Luke xxili, 48; II Cor. v, 8).

ence here may be to the spinal cord and

JURY SYSTEM IN FRANCE, 


An Anstralian Ballot Plan Observed Whtle 
a Verdict Ta Being Reached, 

An assize court in France is com- 
| posed of an assize judge and two as- 
sistant judges. The jury are seated 
jina courtroom to the right of the 
judge. They have no special cos 
tume, but wear their ordinary dress 
Sometimes they appear in blouses 
The prisoner faces the jury. They 
ask no direct questions, but may in- 
terrogate the prisoner or witnesses, 
through the judge, on any point like 
ly to afford them information and 
may also demand to see all articles 
offered im evidence by the public 
prosecutor to prove the prisoner's 
guilt. 

They hear the argument of the 
publie prosecutor, who pleads for the 
indictment which he has prepared, 
and then those of the defense, and 
jform a truly enlightened opinion 
from the depositions of the witnesses 
on both sides. When the trial is 
concluded, the judge, in the presence 
of the court, reads to the jury the 
questions which are submitted to 
them and reminds them of tee duties 
which they are to perform. In the 
center of the room is a long table 
With six separate partitions or boxes 
on each side, 

At the head of the table is a box 
for the foreman containing an urn. 
From the moment the jury enter 
this room they are alone. The fore 
man puts the questions to them, and 
they discuss them. The jury is 
usually divided into two almost equal 
camps. There are the indulgent 
ones, who answer the most incontro 
vertible evidence with the everlast 
ing ‘‘What that prove?” and 
there are those who even, when the 
crime is but ill proved, declare that 
“society must be rid of such people.” 

The foreman finds it hard to seize 
the opportune moment when the 
jury are almost agreed in their read 
iness or reluctance to vote one way 
or the other. Then he states the | 
question anew. The jurymen seat | 
themselves at the table, each in his 
box, where he cannot see what his | 
neighbors write. One by one they 
rise and place their folded ballots in 
the urn, The form of the ballot is, 
“Upon my honor and my conscienco 
I declare that,” ete.—North Ameri- | 
can Review.

How Paintings In Mosaic Are Made. 

In order to reproduce a painting in 
mosaic, the artists, or artisans, take 
a flat sheet of iron of the same size 
as the painting, surrounded by a 
border about an inch high. This re- 
ceptacle is then filled with plaster so 
as to obtain a perfectly flat surface. 
On this the outlines of the figures 
are drawn. The plaster is then cut 
up into small squares, which are to 
be removed and gradually replaced 
by as many small squares of mosaic 
of the same size. In the holes left 
empty when the plaster is taken 
away a new plaster, made of traver- 
tine dust, lime and linseed oil, is 
poured. 
After three days this new plaster 
acquires the necessary consistency, 
and in this the artist sticks the little 
colored squares. When all the sur- 
face of the plaster is covered with 
these colored pieces of mosaic, the 
whole is washed with sand and water 
until it becomes quite smooth. The 
colored pieces are made of mixtures 
of different minerals, like arsenic, 
lead, glass, etc. These minerals are 
placed in an oven, and the different 
colors are obtained by the different 
degrees of heat, and as many as 28,- 
000 various colors can be obtained. — 
Harper’s Weekly.

Obituary. 


Mr. JosEpH KELLEY of No. 10 Churel 
street was for many years one of the 
best known citizens of Woburn. This 
place had long been his home, having 
settled here when but a young man, 
and his list of acquaintances and friends 
was a long one, 

Mr. KELLEY was born at Exeter, N. 
H., on April 21, 1814, and died on June 
11, 1893, at nearly four seore years of 
age. He came to Woburn in June, 1835, 
after laving mastered the trade of 
tanner and currier, and immediately 
went to work at that business, and con- 
tinued at it until he retired from the 
active pursuits of life in 1872, after 
accumulating ahandsome fortune. Faith- 
ful, conscientious and more than ordi- 
navily intelligent and capable, during 
his working years as a tanner, whether 
as employee or proprietor, he always 
filled important positions, and never 
proved recreant to a trust reposed in 
him orincapable of the best performance 
of its duties. 

In 1851 Mr. Keniry married Sarah P. 
Marston, of a prominent Exeter family, 
who died on July 13, 1889. 

In 1872 Mr. KeLuty retired from the

Grammer, John Ferguson and 
Eliphaz Prior of said city. 

Respectfully complaining, — the 
Daniel J. Sullivan charges as follows: 

First, that John R. Carter, in 1892 a 
member of the Board of Water Commis- 
sioners, has been personally interested in 
contracts made by and under authority 
derived from said Board of Water Com- 
missioners for the purchase of coal and 
other supplies in which said city was a party 
interested; and said John R. Carter, by 
means of such contract, derived great 
pecuniary advantages from his office by 
drawing large sums of money on account of 
said contracts and supplies from the City 
Treasurer, contrary to and in violation of 
the laws of the Commonwealth. 

Clerk Lounsbury, some time in the dim 
and distant past, had received pay for doing 
extra work, which the charges dub illegal 
Water Commissioner Parkhurst (as honest 
aman as ever breathed) had done some- 
thing or other that brought him under 
President Sullivan’s ban, Assessor Prior 
had got pay for work which former Finance

Jommittees, Auditors and Boards said he 
ought to have pay for. Ferguson and 
Grammer, Assessors, ditto. J. R. Carter 


had sold coal to somebody or some depart- 
ment of the government. And so on to the 
end of the chapter, 

What, the Journat again respectfully 
asks, has this gotto do with city matters 
this year, or the present administration? 


City Solicitor Charles D. Adams, Esq , 
who was present, was asked for his opinion, 
and very properly declined to give it except 
in writing. Mayor Richardson said the 
whole matter would be taken to the Supreme 
Court for the settlement of the legal ques- 
tion involved in the controversy, which, if 
the thing is to go on, will be a good move, 

The investigation is stll in a chaotic con- 
dition, and it is very doubtful if it ever 
comes to a head. No orderly steps have 
been taken; no system of procedure has 
been adopted; the list of accused does not 
seem to be full; indeed, nothing that bears 
the least resemblance to a well regulated 
official investigation has yet put in an 
appearance in the case. 

The meeting was adjourned to last, Wed- 
nesday, evening, when it is to be hoped some 
substantial progress will be made, or the 
investigation dropped.

Cuicaco, June 8. In the injunction suit 
brought by the United States to restrain the 
local Directory from opening the World’s 
Fair gates on Sunday, Judge Woods an 
nounced this morning that he and his asso- 
ciates failed to agree on certain points, and 
thateach would formulate his ideas in an 
individual opinion. 

Judge Woods then, in a lengthy opinion, 
gave his views of the case, and decided that 
the prayer for an injunction was well 
grounded, and that the Columbian Exposi- 
tion should be enjoined from opening its 
gates on Sunday. 

Judge Jenkins agrees with Judge Woods 
onthe main pointin the World's Fair in- 
junction proceedings, and he also decides 
that the injunction must issue, and the Fair 
be closed on Sunday. 

This decides the question, as Judge Gross- 
cup, should he hold otherwise, would be in 
a minority, and the Court declares with the 
Government for the latter’s right to insist 
on the contract made by the acceptance of 
the souvenir coins, and that the gates of the 
Fair remain closed on Sunday. 

Laver. On Friday Chief Justice Fuller 
of the U. S. Supreme Court ordered a stay 
of proceedings and the Fair was opened 
again last Sunday. Fuller is intensely 
Chicagoan and such an order was no more 
than might have been expected of him. 
Butthe Full Bench will settle the matter 
this week.

THE HOME IN THE CITY. 


Drawbacks to Life Inthe Fashionable Flat 
In the Swell Part of a Town. 

Small house or flatt This is a ques- 
tion Which has been interesting the 
middle class paterfamilias. ‘But 
there are advantages, you must al- 
low, in a flat, We can get along with 
only one girl, and thus save kitchen 
squabbles, There are no stairs, halls, 
cellars, furnaces and sidewalks to 
care for, and when the building is 
heated by steam there is only the 
kitchen fire to supply with fuel.” 

“T always want to smile when that 
old plea about stairs comes up, for in 
case of small children there ave cir- 
cumstances arising every day which 
will necessitate going up and down 
stairs, even if your suit of rooms is 
all on one floor, I know one family 
where the wife actually suffers for 
out of door exercise because she 
dreads going up and down the stairs,” 
“She isn’t obliged to. She can take 
the elevator.” ‘It is a great mistake 
to conclude all flats are supplied with 
elevators. One of the finest buildings 
put up within two years in this city, 
in a high toned neighborhood, has no 
elevators, and I could mention others. 
As for the cellars, they are there, and 
the worst of it is you have no idea of 
their condition, You cannot make 
sure, as in the small house, that they 
are all whitewashed every spring and 
that all the corners are free from 
filuh, and as for the furnace, the heat 
is seldom right. Your rooms are 
either too hot or too cold, unless the 
janitor is more of a model than I have 
ever found. In the small house you 
make sure of better light, better ven- 
tilation, more sunshine and, best of 
all, more freedom.” 

Leaving out these physical consid- 
erations, the small house in the city 
comes nearer the true ideal of a home 
than the flat. Edward Everett Hale 
writes, ‘‘No home is a real one which 
has not windows on all four sides.” 
It seems to me Mr. Hale does not al- 
low sufficiently for that living con- 
sideration which goes far toward 
making a home of even a basement, 
but certain it is that the more win- 
dows the more beautiful the abode 
for the to be home, It is a pity that 
through unavoidable circumstances 
the word home in the city has not 
that significance it has in the coun- 
try. Through continual movings 
home associations are constantly 
broken. ‘‘Do you own your house?” 
asked one friend of another. ‘‘No; 
fashion in houses, or rather in locali- 
ties, changes so often it is not desira- 
ble to buy in the city. We have moved 
twice simply on account of the chang- 
ing neighborhood, though we liked 
the house in each case." 

This hardly accords with Henry 
Ward Beecher’s idea of a home, 
which could not be perfect until 
sweetened through and through with 
the experiences of the soul itself. 
With a strong desire to establish a 
real home with an individuality of 
its own, many of these unfavorable 
obstacles could surely be removed, 
but do you not know women who 
shoulder the responsibilities of im- 
mense houses, burdening themselves 
with all the worry of letting out 
floors for the sake of living ina grand 
suite of rooms in a tony quarter rath- 
er than living in a small, unosten- 
tatious house in a quiet street?— 
Brooklyn Eagle.

THAT INVESTIGATION AGAIN. 

President Sullivan’s Committee met 
again last Tuesday evening to look into 
the charges which he preferred against 
certain ex-city officials for receiving 
extra pay for services rendered outside 
of their regularly prescribed duties, and 
doing an alleged merchandizing busi- 
ness with some of the departments. 
The presence of M.'T. Allen, Esq., as 
Attorney for Sullivan, or the people, 
gave atone to the proceedings which 
it has heretofore lacked. D. I’. More- 
land, Esq., appeared for the Assessors 
and handled the case in an able manner, 

Mr. Allen stated the side of the 
prosecution with commendable fairness 
and lucidly pointed out what he re- 
garded as the true intent and meaning 
of the investigation. On that point 
we doubt if he and President Sullivan 
entertain similar views. Mr. Allen said 
the inquiry was instituted merely and 
solely to correct some questionable 
methods in carrying on the city adminis- 
tration and certainly nobody objects to 
that if past practices really demand 
reform for future use. 

Only the charges against the Asses- 
sors were finished on ‘Tuesday evening. 
Mr. John R. Carter’s was heard on 
Wednesday evening, and Lounsbury’s 
will come on when President Sullivan 
gets well loaded up for it. 

John W. Johnson, Esq., appeared 
for Edward B. Parkhurst and Johu R. 
Carter and like other sensible people 
takes but little stock in the object of the 
investigation as claimed by the insti- 
gator of it. 

But if there is any truth in some 
rumors that have come to our ears 
President Sullivan can’t get out of the 
affair and under cover a minute too 
quick. ‘They are to the effect that the 
accused parties intend to turn the tables 
on him and place him under fire. ‘The 
accused are going for the accuser and 
investigate him. A clean bill from the 
Committee will not satisfy them, and 
it has been decided to probe the matter 
to the very bottom. This, if carried 
out according to the rumors afloat, 
will give the proceedings an entirely 
different complexion, and just as likely 


as vot within a short time instexd of 


Grammer, Ferguson, Prior, Louns- 
bury and Carter crying for quarter it 
may be President Sullivan’s voice that 
will be heard pleading for mercy. 


THE REPUBLICAN PARTY.

NOT GUILTY. 


The great Borden murder case closed 
at New Bedford on last Tuesday after- 
noon in a verdict of Not Guilty, as all 
sensible people expected it would. The 
jury were out less than an hour—just 
long enough to give an air of decorum 
to the close of the famous trial—and 
there were no signs of disagreement 
among them on the question of Lizzie 
Borden’s innocence of the murder of 
her father and step-mother. When the 
evidence came to be sifted down and 
weighed there wasn’t a particle to sus- 
tain the charge against the accused. 
There was absolutely nothing to base 
the charges on. 

There was tremendous applause when 
the verdict of Not Guilty was delivered 
and read by theclerk. Hardly anyone 
expected a different result, and yet 
none could restrain their emotions when 
deliverance came. 

It was little otherwise than a detec- 
tives’ war against a person who 12 
men, legally set apart to try her, says 
was not guilty, and the detectives got 
badly used up. Everybody will rejoice 
thereat. 

Lawyers Robinson for the defence, 
and Knowlton for the prosecution, 
added much to their fame as able law- 
yers in the conduct of this great trial.

Fifty Years Ago. 


“Tt was 50 yeare ago today and just 
about this hour thatthe Woburn Mechanic 
Phalanx went to the Watering Station on 
the Boston & Lowell Railroad to take a train 
for Boston where the next day they were to 
participate in the great military parade in 
the celebration of the completion of Bunker 
Hill Monument,” said Colonel William T. 
Grammer to a JournNAL representative as 
they met on the concrete in front of the 
postoffice at 7.380 p. m, last Friday, June 
16. 

“Fifty years ago! Looking back it does 
not seem that long, but time flies,” con- 
tinued the Colonel. ‘It never rained harder 
than it did that evening. Mr. William 
Woodbury, who, although an octogenerian, 
is still hale and hearty and goes daily to the

store at Woodbury'’s Corner that he has 
occupied continuously for over 60 years, 
was Captain of the Company and in paddling 
through the water and mud he put us boys 
through our best paces between here and 
the Station where we stood with the rain 
pouring down on us for what seemed hours 
for the arrival of the train, 

“Tt came at last and the Phalanx, drip- 
ping wet but full of spirit, boarded it and 
were soon marching through the streets of 
Boston where thousands and thousands of 
people had congregated to be present at the 
grand celebration on the morrow. We 
were escorted across the bridge to and 
quartered at the Charlestown Tavern, then 
a famous hostelry, where we spent a pleasant 
night. 

“The storm cleared off and a more 
beautiful morning than that of Jane 17, 
1848, never dawned on the earth The sun 
shone brightly and all nature, washed by 
the recent rain, was green, fresh and lovely. 

“We were in line with scores of other 
military organizations in good season on 
the morning of the 17th, and did escort 
duty for President Tyler, Daniel Webster, 
Governor Marcus Morton, and other high 
Federal and State official dignitaries in the 
great parade.

When he descended the flight of stone steps, 
the late Walter Wyman called out: ‘Boys, 
look at the President's Nose!l’% and no 
wonder, for it was a nose which once seen 
would not soon be forgotten. 

Capt. William Woodbury, when ap- 
proached by the JourNAL man, said it wasa 
great day for the Phalanx but their position 
in the column was such that they were 
deprived of the privilege of hearing Daniel 
Webster's great oration at the celebration. 
But he read it inthe Boston papers last 
‘Tuesday and was thrilled with its eloquence. 
Capt. Woodbury was always a great ad- 
mirer and staunch friend of the Immortal 
Webster. 

Col. Grammer told the Journar that the 
events of June 17, 1843, was as fresh in his 
memory as though they had occurred buta 
month ago, and then he left for the W. H. 
S. B. drill.

Lesson I.—The Resurrection of Christ 
(Math. xxvili, 1-10). Golden Text (I Cor, 
xv, 20), ‘But now is Christ risen from the 
dead and become the first fruits of them 
that slept.” Looking back over the quar 
ter there is a remarkable completeness in 
the first lesson being a resurrection lesson, 
and the last, one on the kingdom, while | 
between the two we have so much on the | 
practical daily life of one associated with 
Christ in resurrection and ie ant for the | 
kingdom, Let us emphasize and if pos: | 
sible embrace more fully tho fact that all 
believers are looked upon by God as risen | 
with Christ and seated with Him in the | 
heavenlles (Eph, ii, 5,6; Col. fil, 1, 2), and 
may our constant prayer be that of Paul in 
Phil. iii, 10, 11. 

Lesson I1.—AMictions Sanctified (Job v, 
17-27), Golden Text (Heb, xii, 6), ‘For 
whom the Lord loveth He chasteneth.” In 
our three lessons in this book, or four if wa 
had taken the first instead of the Kaster 
lesson, we have a righteous man being 
made meet for his place in the kingdom. 
The principal point in this lesson is that wo 
are to accept all chastening with not only 
submission, but even joyfulness, because 
our Heavenly Father is lovingly dealing 
with us to make us more conformed to the) 
{inage of His Son (Rom. villi, 28, 29), 

Lrsson II],—Job’s Appeal to God (Job 
xxiii, 1-10), Golden Text (John xiil, 7), 
“What Ido thou knowest not now, but thou | 
shalt know hereafter.” A central thought | 
is in verse 10; ‘He knoweth the way that I} 
take, When He hath tried me, I shall come 
forth as gold.”’” A true believer is God's 
workmanship, created in Christ Jesus unto 
good works which God hath before pre- 
pared for us to walk in (Eph. fi, 10), 

Lesson IV,—Job's Confession and Res- 
toration (Job xlii, 1-10), Golden Text (Jas. 
y, 11), “Ye have heard of the patience of 
Job and have seen the end of the Lord; 
that the Lord is very pitiful and of tender 
mercy.’’ We now see a man who has been | 
through the fire come forth as gold. His 
eyes are no longer on himself, as in chapter 
20, but this is his testimony to the Lord, 
“Mine eye seeth Thee, wherefore I abhor 
myself.”’ To deny self and follow Jesus, 
to live in the power of “not I, but Christ’ 
(Math, xvi, 24; Gal. ii, 20), is to manifest 
something of the resurrection life that 
looks for the kingdom. Such a one can 
pray even for friends like Job’s (verse 10) 
and for enemies (Luke xxiii, 84; Acts vii, 60). 

LESSON V.—Wisdom’s Warning (Prov, i, 
20-83). Golden Text (Heb. xii, 25), ‘See 
that yerefuse not him that speaketh.” This 
and the next four lessons are in the book of 
Proverbs and are suggestive of the mani- 
festation in the daily life of Him who is 
“The Wisdom of God’ (I Cor. i, 24). In 
this section Wisdom cries unto the simple 
ones who are being led astray that they 
may turn and receive His spirit and thus 
dwell safely and be quiet from fear of evil. 

Lesson VI.—The Value of Wisdom (Prov. 
fii, 11-24), Golden Text (Prov, iii, 5), ‘'Trust 
in the Lord with all thy heart and lean not 
unto thine own understanding.” Here, as 
in lesson ii, we learn that only by loving 
chastisement can we learn wisdom, So sin- 
ful are we and so loving is our Heavenly 
Father that He speaketh even by chasten- 
ing if only He may save us from the pit 
(Job xxxiii, 18, 19, 20, 80) and make us par- | 
takers of His holiness (Heb. xii, 10), Like 
children, we are apt to take gilt for gold, 
but our Father would have us possess true 
riches, The world would have us believe 
that her ways are the only happy ones, 
while the truth is that it is only wisdom’s 
ways that are ways of pleasantness and her 
paths peace (verse 17). Every possible at- 
traction, and all real, is set before us in wis- 
dom that we ask and receive (iv, 7; Jas. i, 5), 

Lesson VII.—Fruits of Wisdom (Proy. 
xii, 1-15), Golden Text (Prov. xi, 80), ‘The 
fruit of the righteous isa tree of life, and | 
he that winneth souls is wise.” Thirteen | 
out of the 15 verses of this lesson contrast 
the wise and the foolish, the righteous and 
the wicked, reminding us of the Saviour’s 
words concerning the wise and foolish in 
Math, vii, 24-27; xxv, 1-18. Adam and Eve 
in the garden of Eden did not think enough 
of the tree of life to prefer it to that of the 
knowledge of good and evil, and their de- 
scendants have inherited their failings and 
are all foolish by nature. We must be born 
from above by receiving Him who is the 
wisdom of God. 

Lesson VIII. — Against Intemperance 
(Prov. xxiii, 20-85), Golden Text (Proy. 
xx, 1), “Wine is a mocker, strong drink is 
raging, and whosoever jis deceived thereby 
is not wise.” In contrast to being filled 
with wine, the believer is commanded to be 
filled with the Spirit (Eph. v, 18), and thus 
be filled with songs of rejoicing instead of 
the noisy and vain song of the drunkard. 

LessON IX,—The Excellent Woman 
(Proy, xxxi, 10-81). Golden Text (Proy. 
xxxi, 30), “Favor is deceitful, and beauty 
is vain, but a woman that feareth the Lord 
she shall be praised.” Instead of behold- 
ing here merely the perfect woman, wife 
and mother, we considered her as suggest- 
ive of the true church, the bride of Christ, 
as to her personal standing and character, 
and then her relation to her Husband, to 
her household and to the poor and needy, 

LessON X.—Reverence and _ Fidelity 
(Eccl, y, 1-12), Golden ‘Text (Rom. xil, 
11), “Not slothful in business, fervent in 
spirit, serving the Lord.” ‘Two lessons have 
been given us from this wonderful book, 
with its description of things as seen under 
the sun. ‘There is nothing very comforting 
or encouraging in the constant endeavor to 
do right and not to do wrong with the 
thought of a just God ever before you, 
Neither is there anything restful in a study 
of the riches and poverty problem, but there 
is real rest of soul in seeing Jesus as the end 
of the law for righteousness to every one 
that believeth. 

Lesson XI.—The Creator Remembered 
(Keel, xii, 1-7, 18, 14). Golden Text (Eccl. 
xii, 1). ‘Remember now thy creator in the 
Nays of thy youth.”” Youth is set before us 
asthe time when we are apt to seek our 
own pleasure and forget God, but we are 
reminded that old age will come when we 
may have no desire for anything, and that 
our Creator has a right to the vigor of 
our youth, Our eyes turn to Him who asa 
a young man finished His work on earth, 
who will in due time be our judge, and 
who offers us eternal youth if we will but 
welcome Him to our hearts, 

LEssON XII.—Messiah’s Kingdom (Mal, 
iii, 1-12), Golden ‘Text (Mal. ili, 17), They 
shall be Mine, saith the Lord of Hosts, in 
that day when I make up my jewels,” It 
is a fitting close to a quarter's lessons to 
contemplate the time of the kingdom when 
Israel, after all her wanderings, shall be 
“holiness unto the Lord,’ and when the 
risen Christ shall be accepted as her long 
looked for king. All the more s0, as we 
keem to be on the very verge of the time of 
the restoration of all things of which the 
prophets have spoken (Acts iii, 19-21).

THE GATES OF PARIS, 


Almost Everything That Passes Through 
Them Muat Undergo a Tax, 

At present the gates and fortifica 
tions of Paris seem to be useful prin 
cipally for the levying of vexatious 
taxes upon the French people them 
selves. Of this we were forcibly re 
minded one day as we approached 
the Porte Mallot in company with a 
gentleman who was on his way to 
fill a lecture engagement at one of 
the great schools in this city, Our 
friend carried a bag containing a few 
books he was intending to use, and 
the question to be settled before we 
could pass was whether anything in 
the bag was taxable. To satisfy the 
gatekeeper the bag must be opened. 
It was all done quickly enough and 
with evident politeness, but it struck 
the American mind quite unfavyor- 
ably, and of course provoked it to nu- 
merous inquiries, Paris, it appears, 
lays tribute in this way on almost her 
entire food supply and upon numer- 
ous other things, and the money col- 
lected is divided between the govern- 
ment and the municipal authorities, 
By this means it comes to pass that 
many articles are doubly taxed, for 
in addition to what is assessed upon 
them at the gates of the city there is 
a tariff imposed at the frontier, 

After this we did not wonder that 
a visitor had to pay so enormously 
for apartments and board, though we 
did wonder at the long suffering pa- 
tience of the residents. Meat of 
every kind is taxed. On a pound of 
butter the city tariff is 8 cents, and 
on a pound of grapes it is about the 
same. If you should go outside and 
shoot a hare, you would have to pay 
for bringing into Paris even a pri- 
vate little acquisition of that sort. 
Upon spirits and wine the duty is 
considerable, and the authorities are 
exceedingly vigilant in collecting it. 
This is a point at which vigilance is 
quite necessary, judging from what 
one hears as to the methods of smug- 
gling in vogue. We are told that 
during the cholerascare liquors were 
surreptitiously brought in by means 
of coffins, and we have heard of one 
enterprising liquor dealer who cheat- 


ed the government for a long time | 


by means of a dummy footman 
that is, he had a wooden contrivance 
on the seat of his carriage shaped 
and dress 
innocent looking luxury was filled, 
not with animal spirits, but with the 
kind which at the gates of Paris are 
held to be contraband. 

These ruses were decidedly clever, 
and it is said that had it not been 


for accomplices who turned inform- | 


ers they might have continued in 
successful operation indefinitely. 


Perhaps, however, the countryman’s | 


ruse was the most effectual for the 
time, though it must have put him 
to inconvenience afterward. He 
had only a bottle of common wine 


with him, but the gatekeeper knew | 
I 


his duty and did it. The tax was 4 
cents levied upon an original valua- 
tion of something like 12 cents. 


Common wine, it must be remem- | 
bered, is very cheap in France, and 


this particular bottle would have 
been cheap enough, one might have 
thought, even after the duty had been 


paid. But thel’rench peasantis noted | 


for his thrift. The burning question 
was how to get his quart of wine 
into Paris without any further in- 
vestment upon it, and the final solu-

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DEAD MEN'S HANDS, 


Weird and Ghastly Charme and Tmple 


menta Some Criminals Employ, 
Onoof the most curiousand strange 
phases of superstition relates to the 
criminal classes. The mystic code 
which regulates the lives of these en 
emies of society is in many cases a 
survival of fetichism of the oldest 


kind, Believing tenaciously in the 
dread efficacy of certain ghastly 
charms and incantations, the male 


factor boldly enters upon his enter 
prise, occasionally carrying with him 
‘a dead man’s hand,” taken from 
one who has died a violent death 
Such a charm being supposed to over 
power with sleep those who come 
under its influence, it is naturally an 
invaluable adjunet tothe implements 
employed by thieves.

W. H. S. Class ’93. 


The graduating exercises of Class '93 
of the Woburn High School were held 
in the presence of a crowded house in 
Lyceum Hall on last Tuesday evening. 
The spirit of it had been in the air for 
& month or more and its materialization 
Was an event that will long live in the 
hearts of those who were actors in it. 

The years roll round in rapid succes- 
sion and with the other things they 
bring us are High School graduating 
classes. In this country they are the 
product of no particular latitude but 
are common everywhere and so closely 
do they resemble each other that even 
the most* careless observer sees at a 
glance that they are all metnbers of the 
same family. In looking back through 
the files of the JounNAL for the last 20 
years or more and reading the published 
accounts of Graduation Day in the 
Woburn High School one is struck at 
the similarity of those accounts and how 
pearly the exercises of one embled 
those of all the others, A gradual in- 
crease in the size of the anuual classés 
is about the only difference in them 
that one discovers in reading the Jour- 
NAL’s regular yearly report. ‘lo be sure 


the young essayists choose different 
themes, and yet even in this respect a 
family likeness is seen, Each pro- 
gramme is made tov ary slightly from 
its immediate predecessor perhaps, but 
the regular’ numbers of “Salutatory,’’ 
“Oration,” “Prophecies,” “Valedictory,” 


etc. are sure to be on it; the burden of 
the Class Ode is almost always regrets 
over final separation; the music perhaps 
may differ a little from the music of 
the year before; but after all said and 
done the exercises of one graduation 
day bears such close resemblance to 
those of all others that one can give a 
very good guess us to the nature of the 
literary and musical yiands and condi- 
ments that await his entrance to the 
hall where the feast is spread. 

Nor, on the whole, has the class of 
one year superior claims to considera- 
tion over any of its predecessors. It is 
natural to look upon the newest things 
as being the best; the latest improve- 
ments superior to those they succeeded; 
it is certainly natural that the families 
and friends of the last graduating class 
should discover perfections in its exer- 
cises that were wauting in others; but 
the families and friends of those others 
thought just the same, and to the mind 
of the disinterested observer there was 
little or nothing to choose between 
them so far as ability, scholarship, and 
the rendering of their parts was con- 
cerned. And so it is not best to say 
that the W. H.S. Class of '93 were a 
brighter, smarter or more learned class 
than those which have preceded them, 
or that their graduating exercises were 
better or more entertaining. 

Jt was a class of excellent 
though, and the members 
themselves yery finely last ‘Tuesday 
evening. There was easily apparent 
good scholarship in their productions, 
and evidences of thorough mental train- 
ing were easily traced in their bearing. 
In intellectual gifts and scholastic 
acquirements the class was fully up to 
the average, and not a few of its mem- 
bers have the stuffin them of which 
distinguished people are made. 

True, when these young ladies and 
gentlemen received their diplomas from 
the hands of the Honorable Mayor ot 
the City their real schooling only really 
began, and the future alone can deter- 
mine the value of those pieces of parch- 
ment. Properly apprec d and wisely 
used in the future a cert ute of gradu- 
ation from the Woburn High School is 
an honor to anyone who has fairly

Committees of the class began as early 
as Monday morning to put Lyceum Hall 
in order for Tuesday eyening. They 
went into the woods for evergreens and 
to the hothouses for flowers and plants. 
There was hurrying to and fro, and 
horseflesh played an important part in 
the scramble for beautiful stuff with 
which to bedeck the room, This they 
made exceedingly attractive. Perhaps 
no more so than on any former graduat- 


ing occasion; but the arch with the 
Class Motto in Greek was there; the 
front of the stage was handsomely

iuminated Hall. Thescene was certainly

The evening, from a weather point of 
view, wis delightful.

There was no 
small amount of original thought to be 
found in the Kssays, Oration, and other 
papers, and they were clothed in good 
plain Anglo Saxon. ‘They reflected 
credit on the pupiis and their trainers 
during the year, and some of thom 
would read well in the best class of 
magazines, We feel that it would not 
be quite fair to single out papers 
for apecial praise where everyone did 
80 well, and no synopsis of any of them, 
or extracts from them, would be doing 
justice to the writers.

A PRODIGIOUS MEMORY. 


The Librarian of the Congressional TA- 
brary In Able to Locate Any Rook, 
The prodigious memory of Libra 
rian Ainsworth Spofford of the con 
fressional library, his remarkable 
ability to locate any book among the 
hundreds of thousands under his 
charge and his familiarity with the 
contents of most of them is well 
known. In a chat Assistant Post 
master General H. Clay Evans re 
lated an intcresting instance of Mr 

Spofford’s ability. 

“General Lew Wallace, while din 
ing with me some time said 
General Byans, ‘told me how he got 
some of the material for the chapter 
which deals with the chariot race be 
tween Ben-Hur and Messala. He 
doubted if there existed a book in the 
United States that contained what he 
wanted and referred to his partie 
ular matter and at the period—29 
B. C,—but concluded that if it was 
not in the congressional library Mr. 
Spofford could aid him, 

“He came to Washington and saw 
Mr. Spofford, explaining what he 
wanted, No book was on the shelves 
of the congressional library that 
would aid him, he was informed, and 
there was but one bookin the United 
States that had any bearing upon the 
subject. 

“You will find it,’ said Mr, Spof 
ford, ‘in the Athenzeum library in | 
Boston, Idon’t remember its title; in 
fact, it has none, It is an old, plain 
ly bound volume. The librarian will 
probably tell you he hasn’t it, but he | 
has, because I have seen it, and it | 
contains the material you want. Ill 
draw a diagram of the library so you | 
can jo to the book.’ 

“He drew the diagram and ex 
plained how General Wallace was to 
go down this aisle and into that al 
cove, and that the book would be 
found upon a certain shelf so many 
books from the end, Armed with the 
diagram, General Wallace proceeded 
to the Athenzeum library and was | 
informed that they knew of no yol 
ume that contained the material he 
sought. 

“He received permission to inspect 
the library, and consulting his dia- 
gram soon placed his hands on an 
old, musty volume, just where Mr. 
Spofford had told him he would find 
it, and sure enough it contained just 
the material which he lacked as to | 
the customs, chariots and races of | 
the people of whom he wrote. 

“T recall another instance. It was 
during the debate in congress over 
the rules, Speaker Reed presiding. 
Attorney General John Ruhm of 
Nashville, reading of the question in 
the newspapers, recalled a like ques 
tion having come up in the English 
house of lords. He telegraphed me 
that somewhere in the parliament re- 
ports the debate and its result could 
be found, J hurried with the tele 
gram to Mr. Spofford. He contracted 
his brows, thought a moment and 
then pulled out a volume of the 
glish reports, thumbed over the pages 
and said, “There’s what you want.’ I 
ran with it to Tom Bayne, who was 
then speaking and who used it in his 
argument, Speaker Reed afterward | 
using it in an article in one of the 
magazines.” —Washington Star,

An Iron Theater Curtain, 
| An interesting development in the 
| use of theater curtains, especially 
| against the spread of fire, is now seen 
in many are eee Mr. Charles J. 
Phipps, F. 8. A., the architect, for 
instance, has avis contended that 
the value of the proscenium wall in 
| theaters was nullified by the large 
opening on to the stage being left 
open and free from any protection. 
The difficulty was to construct a rigid 
curtain that would withstand the 
action of fire on either side for at 
| least a quarter of an hour or twenty 
minutes, <A curtain on the principle 
| of a revolying shutter had been tried 
| in London and the provinces, but Mr. 
Phipps was the first architect to in- 
| troduce into this country an iron cur- 
tain that formed one unbroken divi- | 
sion between the stage and the audi- 
torium and all practically welded in 
one piece. | 
A curtain of this kind which costs 
somewhere about £600 is erected at 
the Prince of Wales’ theater. It is 
constructed upon an iron framework 
with sheets of boiler plate on either 
side, the curtain being thus a double 
curtain with an air space between of 
about five inches. Thirty-two feet 
wide and about 80 feet high it is 
raised by means of hydraulic rams 
on either side, the apparatus being 
worked by a small lever on the 
prompt side of the proscenium, The 
time taken in coming down is less 
than halfa minute. When the curtain 
has descended, it rests upon a solid | 
wall of brickwork, cemented over and | 
brought up level with the floor of 
the stage. It weighs some six tons. 
— Million. 


Coflins For Exhibition Only, 

Not long ago a Russian Jew family 
had a funeral, and before the cere- | 
mony took place the head of the 
house visited a local undertaker, say- 
ing, *‘Have you a coffin with a moy- 
able bottom?” He spoke in a singu- 
lar patois, and the undertaker had 
great difficulty to comprehend his 
intention. He wanted a ‘‘show” cof- 
fin in which the body was to be tak- 
en to the cemetery and lowered into 
the grave. Then the coffin must be 
drawn out of the grave, leaving its 
bottom lid with the body in the) 
ground, The coftin was to be re- 
turned to the undertaker and the 
man pay him for the use of it. Poor 
Russians, it appears, are in the habit | 
of burying their dead in that way, 
and undertakers in that country 
have a supply of show or ‘“‘remoy- 
able” coffins to let. They are hand- 
some and costly ones—too expensive 
to be purchased outright by the poor 

with elegant lining and heavy sil 
ver trimmings. The bottom is fas- | 
tened to the body of the coffin with | 
springs that may be tripped, and | 
then it is released together with the 
body. The body is left in a plain, | 
cheap box. 

The Norwich undertakers had no 
such contrivance, so the poor Rus 
sian consulted with his friends, who 
united with him in having a show 
coffin constructed and paying for it. 
It is to be used by them henceforth | 
as a ‘‘community” coffin.—Norwich 
Cor, New York Sun. 


A Kitten In a Flywheel, 

A half grown kitten became lodged 
in the flywheel of an engine in 
Portland, Or. ‘The wheel moved so 
rapidly that puss could not escape 
Indeed it is probable that the poor 
creature was soon unconscious from 
dizziness.
